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OVER HALF OF TOP ATHLETES 
HAVE MYOCARDITIS WITH NO 
SYMPTOMS 

Myocarditis; which typically occurs 
as a result of a bacterial or viral 
infection, has been linked to as 
many as 20 per cent of sudden 
deaths in young athletes. The 
COVID-19 pandemic raised 
concerns over an increased 
incidence of the condition in 
student athletes. 

For a new study presented at the 
annual meeting of the Radiological 
Society of North America (RSNA), 
clinicians at schools in the highly 
competitive Big Ten athletic 
conference collaborated to collect 
data on the frequency of 
myocarditis in student athletes 
recovering from COVID-19 
infection. Conference officials had 
required all athletes who had 
COVID-19 to get a series of cardiac 
tests before returning to play, 
providing a unique opportunity for 
researchers to collect data on the 
athletes’ cardiac status. 

Jean Jeudy, MD, professor and 
radiologist at the University of 
Maryland School of Medicine in 
Baltimore, serves as the cardiac MRI 
core leader for the Big Ten Cardiac 
Registry. This registry oversaw the 
collection of all the data from the 
individual schools. 

The results of 1,597 cardiac MRI 
exams collected at the 13 
participating schools revealed thirty- 
seven of the athletes, or 2.3 per 
cent, were diagnosed with COVID- 
19 myocarditis, a percentage on par 
with the incidence of myocarditis in 
the general population. 

However, an alarmingly high 
proportion of the myocarditis cases

were found in athletes with no 
clinical symptoms. Twenty of the 
patients with COVID-19 myocarditis 
(54 per cent) had neither cardiac 
symptoms nor cardiac testing 
abnormalities. Only cardiac MRI 
identified the problem. 

"Testing patients for clinical 
symptoms of myocarditis only 
captured a small percentage of all 
patients who had myocardial 
inflammation," Dr Jeudy said. 
"Cardiac MRI for all athletes yielded 
a 7.4-fold increase in detection." 

The implications of post-COVID- 
19 myocardial injury detected by 
cardiac MRI are still unknown.

FRANCE LAUNCHES A 
CLIMATE CHANGE POLICE 
FORCE 

Much like Canada! France has 
begun recruitment efforts to launch 
a new climate change police force 
to entorce strict climate laws. 

Media reports that French Interior 
Minister Gérald Darmanin is hiring 
3,000 "green police" officers to go 
after those who violate "green- 
related criminal issues" to safeguard 
the country from disasters 
supposedly caused by human- 
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related climate change. 

In an interview with Le Journal du 
Dimanche, "Faced with this, we 
must improve the work of judicial 
investigation," Darmanin said. "We 
have therefore decided to massively 
reinforce the resources of the 
Central Office for the Fight against 
Damage to the Environment and to 
launch 3,000 ‘green police’ posts.” 

He continued, saying that the 
climate change police force "will be 
a revolution." 

The announcement comes after 
the EU crisis management tsar 
Janez Lenarcic called for the rapid 
creation of a Europe-wide "Civil 
Protection Force" to enforce climate 
laws across the EU.

PAKISTAN THREATENS TO 
BLOCK BANK ACCESS VIA 
DIGITAL ID SHUTDOWN 

Amid continued blackouts and 
great political unrest, the CIA- 
backed Pakistani government has 
threatened protesters with having 
their digital IDs blocked so they 
can't access their bank accounts. 

Interior minister Rana Sanaullah 
issued the threat as a warning to 
former PM Imran Khan, his cabinet, 
and protesters—after a federal 
government minister was publicly 
heckled in a restaurant. 

Khan has since been charged with 
"terrorism" after he accused 
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Pakistani police and the judiciary of 
detaining and torturing one of his 
aides. The charge has, predictably, 
not gone over well for the current 
administration and has only 
revitalised protests. 

Khan has been extremely critical 
of the current administration since 
being ousted from the government 
following a no-confidence vote in 
April, with his rhetoric growing 
increasingly accusatory in nature. 
For their part, the government has 
responded by blocking online and 
live TV coverage of Khan's 
speeches. 

"The fascist imported govt sunk 
to a new low today by banning live 
coverage of my speeches on TV & 
then blocking YouTube temporarily 
during my speech at Liaquat Bagh. 
All this after continuous intimidation 
of mediapersons & taking channels 
off air earlier," Khan wrote on 
Twitter.

WEF CALLS FOR GLOBAL Al 
TO_POLICE AND ERASE IDEAS 
FROM THE INTERNET — 

In a recent article post, the World 
Economic Forum (WEF) began 
calling for a “global intelligence 
collecting Al" to be created to help 
censor content across social media 
which the WEF believes should be 
removed. 

The WEF article, written by Inbal 
Goldberger, notes how the people 
currently working in content 
moderation and censorship "are 
challenged by an ever-growing list 
of abuses, such as child abuse, 
extremism, disinformation, hate 
speech and fraud; and increasingly 
advanced actors misusing platforms 
in unique ways." 

The WEF believes the."solution" 
to censor ideas contrasting the 
WEF's standards is not to hire any 
more human content moderators, 
but to roll out artificial intelligence. 

In a draconian recommendation, 
the WEF explains: "By uniquely 
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combining the power of innovative 
technology, off-platform intelligence 
collection and the prowess of 
subject-matter experts who 
understand how threat actors 
operate, scaled detection of-online 
abuse can reach near-perfect 
precision." 

The Al would not be used to 
review content posted on social 
media platforms but would be 
constructed "to detect nuanced, 
novel abuses at scale, before they 
reach mainstream platforms." 

Essentially, the WEF would 
capture intelligence or data from 
millions of sources across the 
internet and "subject matter 
experts", wielding the power of 
artificial intelligence, would be able 
to prevent any content they 
consider dangerous, fram ever even 
reaching social media platforms. 

Users banned from Twitter could 
automatically face equal censorship 
on other social media platforms, 
such as Instagram, Facebook, etc. 

Additionally, individuals who 
operate under anonymous handles 
or usernames may have their 
identity exposed, especially if they 
utilise multiple social media 
platforms. — 

Independent journalist, Igor 
Chudov explained the potential 
ramifications that could occur under 
such WEF Al protocol: "For 
example, user @JohnSmith12345 
may have a Twitter account and 
narrowly abide by Twitter rules, but 
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at the same time have a Gettr 
account where he would publish 
anti-vaccine messages. Twitter 
would not be able to suspend 
@JohnSmith12345's account." 

"That is no longer acceptable to 
the WEF because they want to 
silence people and ideas, not 
individual messages or accounts," 
Chudov added. 

By collecting data across the 
entirety of the internet, the WEF can 
profile specific individuals as being 
too dangerous and essentially 
banish them:-from social media 
entirely. .

WEF PLANS TO IMPLANT ALL 
HUMANS WITH MICROCHIPS 
FOR THE GREAT RESET 

The World Economic Forum (WEF) 
is attempting to normalise the idea 
of implanting tracking chips into 
humans, via the Internet of 
Bodies—a highly controversial 
technology. 

The Internet of Bodies (loB) is the 
biological extension of the Internet 
of Things (loT) that brought us 
driverless cars and smart homes. 

As part of the Great Reset, both 
are part of the plans for the future 
of humanity. 

The IoB confirms its belief in the 
eternal benefits of technology and 
promises to improve our health and 
extend our life. That's a good idea, 
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isn't it? No, the meaning becomes 
clear once you understand it. 

The keyword is here is data. Data 
is supposed to be the new oil in this 
new technological era. Our phones 
and Fitbits are used to collect data 
about our locations, spending 
patterns, educational and economic 
status, political allegiances, walking 
steps, and oxygen levels. 

But through the Internet of 
Bodies, more and more 
nanosensors and robots will be 
embedded in our body, turning us 
into a quantifiable information 
platform that can be easily 
commoditised and even 
manipulated remotely. 

By collecting all this data, data 
owners will be able to develop very 
detailed profiles of the population 
that can be used to enhance 
surveillance and security defined by 
authorities. 

Klaus Schwab, founder of the 
WEF and proponent of the Great 
Reset, believes that the pandemic 
and lockdowns are an opportunity 
to spread this technological use, 
which "will result in a fusion of our 
physical, digital, and biological 
identities". 

His aim is to overcome our human 
limitations by integrating enough 
technology into the bedy and 
placed within the Fourth Industrial 
Revolution framework. 

In the 2020 WEF article, Siacking 
how our bodies work could change 
our lives", published when the 
Great Reset was formally 
announced in June 2020, Xiao Liu 
wrote: "We're entering the era of 
the ‘Internet of Bodies’: Collecting 
our physical data via a range of 
devices that can be implanted, 
swallowed, or worn." 

"With big data analytics, 
countless day-to-day actions and 
decisions can ultimately feed into 
our health profile, which may be 
created and maintained not just by 
traditional healthcare providers, but 
also by tech companies or other 
entities." 

This is now being stepped up a 
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gear with a new WEF article 
published 16 August 2022, titled’ 


."Augmented tech can change the 


way we live, but only with the right 
support and vision", written by 
Kathleen Philips, Vice President of . 
R&D at IMEC. ; 

She suggests "we're already 
making the first strides towards an 

‘augmented society’. 

Pushing the idea that we humans 
must be augmented/fused with 
technology to perform so-called 
smart tasks, the goal is to have the 
mass population of the world 
microchipped: "Are we moving 
towards a ‘brave new world’? As 
scary as chip implants may sound, 


‘they form part of a natural evolution 


that wearables once underwent."

BRAIN CHIPS TO BE USED TO 
CONTROL CRIME? GET READY 
FOR A NEW WORLD ORDER 

With recent advances in brain 
implants touted by the science 
community, mind-altering 
technology might not be the stuff of 
science fiction for much longer. 

Neurotechnologies are brain 
implants or pieces of wearable tech 
that interact directly with the brain 
by monitoring or influencing neural 
activity. 

They are already being used in 
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medicine to treat Parkinson's 

disease and tested by military 

organisations looking to employ 
"cyborg soldiers". 

A recent report by lawyer Dr Allan 
McCay from Sydney University 
looked at the ways the legal 
profession could change if implants 
become more mainstream in 
society. 

It suggests that law enforcement 
agencies could utilise brain chips in 
order to manage the behaviour of 
the convicted and help prevent re- 
offending. 

However, these chips may also be 
susceptible to hacking—meaning an 
offender could legitimately claim at 
trial that they were not in control of 
their actions. 

"From an evidential perspective, it 
might be difficult to prove the 
victims' account," says Burkhard 


Schafer, a professor of . 
Computational Legal Theory at the 
University of Edinburgh. 


"Was it really an attack on their 
implant that made them not hear 
the incoming train, or were they just 
asleep at the wheel? 

“When they fired a shot cleaning 
[a] gun, was this an involuntary 
muscle spasm caused by an attack 
on their implant, or.is this just an 
excuse of convenience?"

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US NAVY SAYS ALL UAP/UFO 
VIDEOS ARE CLASSIFIED AND 
EXEMPT FROM RELEASE 

After a nearly two and a half year 
effort, The Black Vault was denied 
under FOIA to get videos 
declassified depicting Unidentified 
Aerial Phenomena (UAP) citing a 
harm to national security, if 
released. 

[TheBlackVault.com is one of the 
internet's premiere resources for 
officially declassified US 
Government documents.] 

Since December of 2017, two 
videos that surfaced of alleged 
Unidentified Aerial Phenomena 
(UAP) sightings captivated the 
world. Months later, a third was 
released that only increased public 
interest into the topic, but also 
strengthened their voice for 
transparency about the mysterious 
phenomena. 

Even though the military said they 
were not cleared for public 
dissemination and considered 
leaked, the Navy later would 
officially release copies of the same 
in April of 2020 to satisfy public 
curiosity and calls for transparency. 
But, how many other videos were 
there? 

So, in April of 2020, The Black 
Vault began a pursuit to have the 
US Navy release ALL of their videos 
that held a UAP designation. And 
after nearly two and a half years, the 
untold number of videos with that 
UAP designation 
have been fully 
denied due to 
national security 
concerns.

Program Office, said 
in the response 
letter: 

"The release of this 
information will harm 
national security as i 
may provide i 
adversaries valuable 
information 
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regarding Department of 
Defense/Navy operations, 
vulnerabilities, and/or capabilities. 
No portions of the videos can be 
segregated for release." 

Potentially seeing a justification of 
an appeal, the US Navy 
uncharacteristically gave additional 
details for their decision, which 
cited the previous release of three 
UAP videos: 

"While three UAP videos were 
released in the past, the facts 
specific to those three videos are 
unique in that those videos were 
initially released via unofficial 
channels before official release," 
Cason stated in the letter. 

"Those events were discussed 
extensively in the public domain; in 
fact, major news outlets conducted 
specials on these events. Given the 
amount of information in the public 
domain regarding these encounters, 
it was possible to release the files 
without further damage to national 
security." 

The Black Vault has filed an 
appeal seeking the release of the 
videos denied.

UK: CASH HAS JUST 5 YEARS 
LEFT WARNS ATM BOSS 

The chief of the UK's largest ATM 
network has warned that cash has as 
little as five years left, as the 
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country's infrastructure experiences 
"death by a thousand cuts". 

"The cost of providing cash 
infrastructure, which includes the 
ATMs, security and bulk cash 
centres is huge at £5bn a year," said 
John Howells, chief executive at 
Link. Many of these costs are fixed 
and will not change as consumers 
move to digital payments. 

Since the beginning of the 
pandemic, “cash use is down by 
40pc — and is still falling," he 
added. A recent report from UK 
Finance, the banking trade body, 
estimates that just one in every 20 
transactions will be made using cash 
by 2031,

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WESTERN WEAPONS SENT TO 
UKRAINE: 70 PER CENT 
DON'T REACH TROOPS 

A recent CBS News report 
suggested that only around 30 per 
cent of the weapons sent by the 
West actually make it to the front 
lines. The report adds to ongoing 
rumours of waste, corruption, and 
black market profiteering. 

Ukraine is consistently ranked as 
one of the most corrupt countries in 
the world, scoring 122/180 on 
Transparency International's 2021 
“Corruption Perceptions Index", 
where 180 represents the most 
corrupt and 0 the least. 

The US has approved more than 
$54 billion of economic and military 
aid to Ukraine since February, while 
the UK has committed ‘nearly $3 
billion in military aid alone. 

An entire spectrum of equipment, 
from rifles and ‘grenades to anti-tank 
missiles and multiple launch rocket 
systems have left the West's 
armouries for Ukraine, with most 
entering the country through 
Poland. However, this rarely goes 
smoothly, as CBS News discovered: 

"All of this stuff goes across the 
border, and then something 
happens, kind of like 30 per cent of 
it reaches its final destination,” 
Jonas Ohman, the founder of a 
Lithuania-based organisation 
supplying the Ukrainian military, told 
CBS. Ohman said that getting the 
weapons to the troops involves 
navigating a complex network of 
"power lords, oligarchs [and] 
political players." 

Some officials in the West have 
sounded alarm bells. A US 
intelligence source told CNN in . 
April that Washington has "almost 
zero" idea what happens to these 
arms, describing the shipments as 
‘dropping “into a big black hole" 
once they enter Ukraine. Canadian 
sources said last month that they 
have "no idea" where their 
weapons deliveries actually end up. 

Europol has claimed that some of 
these weapons have ended up in 
the hands of organised crime 
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groups in the 
EU, while the 
Russian 
government has 
warned that 
they are 
showing up in 
the Middle East. 
An investigation 
by RT in June 
found online 
marketplaces 
where 
sophisticated 
Western hardware—such as Javelin 
and NLAW anti-tank systems. or 
Phoenix Ghost and Switchblade 
explosive drones—was apparently 
being sold for pennies on the dollar. 

Drawing attention to this 
corruption is frowned upon by both 
parties in Congress. 

Similar scenarios have played out 
in the world's war zones before, 
with devastating consequences. 
"We saw a lot of weapons come in 
2003 with the US-led invasion of 
Iraq," Donatella Rovera, a senior 
crisis adviser with Amnesty 


International told CBS, "and then 


2014 happened when ISIS took over 
large parts of the country and took 
over large stocks of weapons that 
had been meant for traqi forces." 

In Syria, US weapons intended for 
use by so-called "moderate rebels" 
ended up in the hands of ISIS and 
Al-Nusra jihadists, while arms sold 
to Saudi Arabia ended up seized by 
Houthi rebels in Yemen.

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SMART METERS—THE THEFT 
OF YOUR WEALTH AND 
FREEDOM IS ACCELERATING

Many people have embraced the 
convenience of wireless devices in 
their homes, but these devices 
come at a price—your privacy and 
your health. With each smart device 
that you welcome to your home, 
such as connected alarm clocks, 
vehicles, refrigerators and 
doorbells, another layer of your 
personal life is revealed, and your 
health is sabotaged by the EMFs. 

This is certainly true of smart 
meters, which are officially known in 
the US as advanced metering 
infrastructure (AMI) installations. In 
2020, 102.9 million such smart 
meters were installed by US electric 
utilities, about 88 per cent of them 
in personal residences. AMI meters 
measure and record electricity 
usage at least every hour, if not 
more, and provide the data to the 
utility company and consumer at 
least once a day. 

According to the US Energy 
Information Administration, "AMI 
installations range from basic hourly 
interval meters to real-time meters 
with built-in two-way 
communication that is capable of .

What could be wrong with 
transmitting every last detail about 
your real-time energy usage to an 
energy company? Those data reveal 
far more than you might think—and 
could even be used against you to 
control your individual energy use 
or, one day, to help ensure "net 
zero" compliance. 


Smart Meters Aren't There for 
Your Benefit 

Before smart meters were widely 
available, your electricity usage was 
recorded by a meter reader, who 
would visit your property once a 
month and manually record your 
energy usage. Now this data is 
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tracked at hourly or half-hour 
intervals, which energy companies 
are billing as a way to save you, the 
customer, money. The UK's Shell 
Energy, which describes smart 
meters as "the future of energy," 
notes: 

"Smart meters bring & whole 
host of benefits: they'll tell you 
how much you're spending in 
real time, which means there are 
no nasty surprises when your bill 
turns up... But, perhaps best of 
all, smart meters give you real- 
time information on your energy 
use. 

"They let you know exactly 
how much it's costing you to 
boil that kettle or charge your 
phone. Armed with this 
knowledge, you can make a 
more informed decision about 
whether to turn up the heating, 
or put another load in the 
tumble dryer. 

"Smart meters are set to 
revolutionise the way we use 
electricity. They make it easier 
for suppliers like us to offer. 
cheaper, off-peak rates for, say, 
charging your electric car. They 
tell us more about how you use 
your energy, which means we 
can offer you more suitable 
tariffs. It may be that, one day, 
you're offered cheaper 
electricity on sunny or windy 
days, when clean energy is 
easier to come by." 
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Smart Energy 
International ~ 
also describes 
Comarch's 
smart metering 
systems as.a 
solution for 
"remote and 
automatic 
measurement 
of media 
consumption." 
Note that their 
smart meters 
once only 
measured 
electricity and 
now are available for other utilities, 
including water, gas and heat, "the 


‘consumption of which should be 


ponstant monitored." 

Using the tactic of manufacturing 
fer they spin smart meters as a 
necessity so that energy companies 
can keep close tabs on 
consumption and step in when 
needed: 

"A whole new era of readings 
has come. Smart metering 
systems provide companies in 
the utilities sector with the 
ability to monitor media supply 
networks and efficiently respond 
to current events. Data can be 
obtained even from meters that 
are difficult to access and those 
located at long distances from 
each other. They are sent 

periodically, informing the end- 
user about the reading, 
transmission data, and possible 
failures and errors. 

This makes it possible to send 
teams almost immediately where 
they are needed at any given time. 
All this is to respond as quickly as 
possible if a problem arises." 


If They Control the Energy, 
They Control You 

The technocratic elite, including 
both BlackRock CEO Larry Fink and 
Bill Gates, are pushing for "net 
zero" carbon emissions.

science”. It was somewhere during this time frame that | 
got hold of a newsletter from a UFO group based in 
Adelaide, South Australia. The newsletter had been 
circulated to members in August 1981, but it contained 
an article which made all my hairs stand up on end. (I find 
this phenomenon only results from two settings: 1. It 
warns me of great danger and means | should leave 


‘where | am asap or 2. | read or hear something that my 
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body seems to know is very important to me.) 

The article describes how our Solar Systern is about to 
enter a cosmic "cloud", as part of a 12,000-year cycle. It 
says that we will be in this "photon belt" zone for some 
2,000 years, and that everything will change while inside 
(for the better), after having spent the last 10,000 years 
in relative darkness. Needless to say, it excited a lot of 
people, as it held information that might explain a 
mechanism underpinning several strong narratives 
regarding humanity entering a new age of 
enlightenment, after being purged of its negative 
influences. 

| published the article in the February 1991 issue of 
NEXUS, and dutifully sent the magazine off to its growing 
number of readers around the world. The concept was 
popular and before too long it had been appropriated 
(word for word) by more than one American new-age 
channeller or another. 

A few years after that, it had grown into a subculture 
that even put dates on when the event was supposed to 
happen. As these dates got closer, people started panic 
prepping. | got a call from a NASA scientist about it and 
the mainstream media ran stories about it. It was a good 
lesson in Chinese whispers.

Everyone into conspiracies 
of any kind has heard of 
HAARP, but few know, and 
fewer still remember, that 
NEXUS Magazine was the 
first magazine to alert the 
world to HAARP's existence. 
We put a news item about 
HAARP in the April-May 1994 
issue and it caught the eye of 
Nick Begich, an Alaskan 
peace activist who was 
visiting the home of Patrick 
Flanagan, who happened to 
have that copy of NEXUS sitting on his desk in Sedona. 
Begich couldn't believe that he'd never heard of such a 
controversial project in his own state, and that he was 
hearing it first from some offbeat magazine from 
Australia. The rest is history. Begich found the facility, dug 
up lots of info that I'm sure the US military didn't want 
widely known, and together with Jeane Manning they 
published Angels Don't Play This HAARP (Earthpulse 
Press, 1995). 

Ever since then, HAARP gets blamed by conspiracy 
thinkers for almost every big disaster, earthquake and 
wild weather event, ranging from bushfires and floods to 
anything strange in the skies. The truth is that we'll never 
know for sure, as HAARP is just one of several ionospheric 
heater facilities scattered across the planet, and we have 
no way of telling when it is in use, who is using it, or what 
experiments they are conducting.

Robert Adams' Pulsed Electric Motor Generator 
The 1980s and 1990s were wild times for the many 

renegade scientists tinkering with fuel cells, and cars that 

ran on water, over-unity motors, rotating charged objects 


‘in magnetic fields. NEXUS was in contact with as many 


as we could find. One fine example was Robert Adams, 
and his Pulsed Electric Motor Generator. Robert Adams 
was a former Chairman of the Institute of Electrical & 
Electronics Engineers, Inc., USA (NZ Section). After 
having his invention suppressed for over 20 years, Mr 
Adams, at the age 72, decided to share his design with 
the world. The first article was printed in early 1993, and 
updated later that same year. Adams expanded a bit on 
his work the following year in NEXUS. 

Most who tried to build the motor from what was 
available through NEXUS failed. But several did succeed, 
and they were very excited. Readers may recall the story 
of those two inventors in Cairns, Australia, with a device 
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that could power a house. The device they were using 
was based on Adams’ manual, which they obtained from 
NEXUS. 

Adams wanted to release what he considered 
groundbreaking information to the world, and put it into 
the public domain by having it published in NEXUS.

Brown's Gas 

In 1989, NEXUS published a series of articles about Yull 
Brown, and his Brown's Gas. Brown came to a couple of 
our Mad Scientist meetings in Sydney to show off his 
latest findings, which included a lawnmower engine 
running on his gas. His technology split water into 
hydrogen and oxygen which were collected separately, 
and recombined at a different ratio. That's the best way

Bruce Cathie's Energy Grid System 

While still in high school, | was fortunate to encounter 
a copy of a book titled The Pulse of the Universe: 
Harmonic 288 by an ex-airline pilot from New Zealand 
called Bruce Cathie. That book was one of my life- 
changing moments, and it set the course that led me to 
NEXUS and beyond.. 

As soon as | could afford the 
ticket, | flew to Auckland to 
meet him personally, and we 
remained firm friends until he 
died a few years ago. Cathie's 
research established the 
existence of a type of energy 
grid system, and how it could 
be accessed.

MMS: A Treatment for Malaria __ 
In early 2008, NEXUS published an article by Jim 
Humble on a miracle treatment for malaria. It described 
the journey of discovery by the author.as he evolved his 
formula for treating and curing malaria cases. MMS is 
28 per cent sodium chlorite, which generates chlorine 
dioxide when mixed with vinegar. It caused quite the 
sensation at the time, mainly because anyorie could 
have a go at making this mixture—which is what 
happened, and with a full range of consequences 
ranging from life-saving successes to life-threatening 
failures from not following instructions correctly.

However, it is not the sort of thing one 
should ingest every day, unless you have no immune 
system and need to rely on an external 
source to kill pathogens coming into the 
body.

Urine Therapy

The CHANI Project 

This article took me to South Africa twice, where | met 
with the author (now deceased) to discuss his role in the 
sanctioned public release of the CHANI Project. CHANI 
is an acronym for Channelled Holographic Access 
Network Interface. 

During the years 1994 to 1999, a group of researchers 
from an organisation/corporation, which the author 
referred to as RAND and Associates, or RA, had access 
to a top-secret underground CERN-like collider facility in 
Africa (the location is still classified), A contingent of 
AFRICOM security personnel was tasked with securing 
the base and, of course, keeping its 
location secret. The AFRICOM station 
commander made and supervised all the 
travel and accommodation arrangements 
for the team of researchers. They were 
closely watched 24/7. Starting around 4 
February of 1994, the researchers began 
receiving peculiar data strings, which 
appeared to be some sort of signal 
transmission. By 18 April they had 
established how to receive, but not reply. 
Then on 15 May 1994, they commenced 
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the first official two-way communications 
from an entity who claimed to be from Earth, 
but in a parallel universe/dimension/timeline. 
For a period of five years, researchers asked 
the entity a series of over 20,000 questions 
and received answers to more than 95 per 
cent of questions asked. 

There were other active projects running 
concurrently, like Space-Time Fabricating, 
Simulation by Atom Replacement and 
Removal, Holographic Programming of Dark 
Matter, Manifestation of Quantum Energies 
and Associated String Programming with 
Ether/Etheric Interaction and a few more. 

In October 1999, technicians began a 
series of software and hardware upgrades to 
all the collider equipment and computer 
networks. The purpose was to get the system 
infrastructure Y2K compliant: It was soon 
apparent that the Y2K-compliant upgrades had a direct 
effect on the CHANI research project. Thus, on 14 
November 1999, all contact with the entity, which for five 
years was continuous and constant on a daily basis, was 
effectively lost. Months were spent trying to re-establish 
contact. It was not to be, and in April 2000 the research 
part of project CHANI came to an end. 

The article we published in NEXUS in mid-2011 was 
written by the intelligence officer tasked with the 
sanctioned release of some of the entity's responses. It 
contains a description of the project, along with some of 
the more fascinating responses from the entity.

The Hurricane Andrew Cover-up 

“The largest natural disaster ever recorded in the 
history of the United States was Hurricane Andrew, 
which struck South Dade County, Florida, as midnight 
turned the clock into August 24, 1992. Contrary to 
what the American news media broadcast across the 
United States and throughout Europe, the first outer 
wall of the hurricane unexpectedly slammed into 
South Dade, packing 214+ mph winds which quickly 
escalated. to 350+ mph. Most of the 414,151 
residents living in the danger zone were asleep when 
the outer wall struck. Thousands of them lost their 
lives, for no one in South Dade had been evacuated, 
or even advised to evacuate. Instead, residents had 
been repeatedly informed by local news media that

mobile homes along with 9,140 apartments had 
vanished off the face of the Earth. The Hiroshima-like 
horror was ‘beyond catastrophic. Entire families 
perished in ways too horrifying to describe. The 
stench of death had already begun to saturate miles

and miles of the massive devastation; the hot humid 

air was reeking with foul, rotting flesh. How do | 

know? Because ! was in the midst of it all." 

Those were the powerful words of a survivor and author 
of "Deadly Silences: The Hurricane Andrew Cover-up" 
published in mid-2001, some nine years after the event. 
The article drew outrage from Florida residents who were 
obviously on the fringe of the damage zone, but it also 
attracted several letters from others who were witness to 
the true scale of the carnage. 

The big thing in all this is that a US government agency 
sealed off the worst affected area, left the people inside 
to die, removed and disposed of thousands and 
thousands of bodies and body parts, and then claimed a 
total death toll of just 65 people. The official top wind 
speed was 175 mph (280 km/h) which is a big difference 
to the 350+ mph wind speed claimed by the author and 
her research.

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Solomon Islands: Giants, UFOs and 
Underground Tunnels 

By early 2003 | had received almost half a dozen letters 
and emails from people living or working on the Solomon 
Islands. Each described their own personal knowledge or 
experiences, and collectively they referred to giant 
humanoids living deep inland, tunnels and caves with 


lighting systems that did not go out, UFOs coming and 
going on a regular basis, secret UFO bases with joint 
human and non-human personnel. So, imagine my 
surprise when a former RAAF engineer who had been 
stationed there contacted me with an astounding wealth 
of personal research and information, all of which 
confirmed the accounts above. Thus, we packed the 
author's information into the very next issue of NEXUS, 
with a feature article and more in the Twilight Zone 
section. In 2009, the author, Marius Boirayon, published 
his book titled Solomon Islands Mysteries, which was 
available through NEXUS until sold out. 

The articles attracted enormous attention from around 
the world, and | received even more accounts and 
experiences from people living there. Numerous people 
even organised expeditions to the Solomon Islands with 
the hopes of making themselves either rich or famous. To 
date, not one of these expeditions was ever successful in 
terms of retrieving proof of giants, proof of UFOs or proof 
of underground bases. To make things worse, the author 
was attacked and drugged not long after his articles were 
published in NEXUS, and our friendly Marius became a 
Jekyll and Hyde. On his good days we'd get phone calls 
of gratitude and praise for publishing his article. On a bad 
day, especially most full moons for many years, we'd get 


foul-mouthed abuse and threats accusing NEXUS of - 


secretly republishing his book without his permission and 
making millions of dollars which we were accused of 
hiding in offshore bank accounts. Boirayon's state of mind 
also played havoc with several expeditions from Europe, 
and ensured that nobody anywhere has ever successfully 
exposed what is going on in the Solomon Islands. 
Coincidentally also in 2003, several regional 
governments decided to send a joint Regional Assistance 
Mission to the Solomon Islands (RAMSI), also known as 
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Operation Helpem Fren. The mission was in response to 
an official request by the Governor-General of the 
Solomon Islands, who complained of threats from 
unhappy natives being displaced from their homes by 


mining activities. The uprisings were shown to be a total 


beat-up after a local TV news team from SBS TV travelled 
to the islands to report on the problems. The alleged 
warlords and their uprisings were nothing 
more than a fabricated justification for RAMS!

CoEvolution: Alec Newald 

One of the most incredible UFO/ET 
abduction cases of all time is that of New 
Zealander Alec Newald. In 1989, Newald was 
driving across New Zealand in what should 
have been a three-hour trip. He arrived home 
a bit disoriented and found: that he was 
missing ten days of his life! Gradually his 
memory of the missing time came back, and he wrote it 
all down and sent it to me. 

There are so many things to unpack in this whole 


‘narrative, starting from the fact that he and the car were 


both taken aboard. Then he was told that he was 
originally from their world, and that he had family 
members on board. He was also told the history of Earth 
and how his new “friends” were interconnected with our 
history and maybe our future. They offered Newald the 
chance to stay with them and not return to Earth, but he 
chose to return, and so they returned him with his car. It 
was the car that caused Newald to be discovered by 
Earth authorities that track all incoming and outgoing 
non-human activity. The car (a Jaguar} didn't work 
properly after he returned, so he sold it. The new buyer 
must have paid to have it fixed, because only days later 
Newald had people at his door asking questions as to 
why his car had bits that were the mirror image’ of what 
came off the assembly line. Newald went into hiding, but 
was found and eventually jailed on trumped-up charges 
so .as to allow unfettered 
access to him . for 
interrogation. It was clear that 
they knew where he went, 
who abducted him and lots 
more. The interrogation 
section of his experience is 
some of the most interesting 
actually, especially given that 
the main interrogator was not 
fully human—as we define 
humans anyway.

Valery Uvarov: Russian Perspectives 

Russia covers more land area than any other country, 
so it is no surprise to learn that there are some ancient 
and some modern mysteries worthy of attention from 
NEXUS. Russian author, influencer and researcher, Valery 
Uvarov penned several very interesting and controversial 
articles for NEXUS, starting in 2003. First up were the 
articles on the mysterious "Valley of Death” in Siberia, 
where Uvarov claimed the Russians had’ discovered 
ancient high-tech underground installations, designed to 
destroy asteroids and other bolide threat to planet Earth. 

Thes¢ installations seem capable of early detection and 
tracking of incoming objects, as the installations seem to 
require some time to "power up", at which point they 
"surface" and fire off some type of plasma energy 
weapon. Uvarov also wrote a very in-depth article or two 
on his findings about the famous Tunguska incident, and 
reported that the installations in the Valley of Death had 
activated back then, and had fired and destroyed most 
of the incoming rocks. Uvarov told me that the Russians 
were waiting to see when the next incoming threat would 
be destroyed by the technology, and sure enough on 
24-25th September 2002, it "shot down" another bolide. 

But the most intriguing of all was his article insisting on 
the presence of a twin Earth-like planet in our solar 
system, in the same orbit that our Earth is in, but exactly 
180 degrees opposite at all times.

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Normalising child abuse: 


How certain groups push pro-paedophile reforms

he majority of people, groups, and institutions have 
a vested interest in keeping child sex abuse illegal 
and immoral. Most simply want to protect children. 
Others, such as elements of the intelligence agencies, 
use child sex abuse to blackmail adult targets,’ so if 
society normalised paedophilia the power of blackmail 
would diminish. Organised religions and right-wing 
political movements, for instance, maintain power in part 
by frightening their congregations and supporters with 
moral outrage stories,? of which paedophilia is one: all 
the while protecting child abusers in their own ranks.? 
Likewise, right-wing tabloids sell copy and generate clicks 
by running headlines about predators and grooming 
gangs.* 
But-throughout history, a small number of people have 
tried to legitimise sexual relations between children and 
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adults. They find mainstream sympathisers to amplify 
their message. The normalised adult male rape of boys 
has been found in traditional communities, e.g. in what 
are now Papua New Guinea and Melanesia. 
Anthropologists try to explain this away as a form of 
social bonding,° as do historians of Ancient Greece. 
During different periods of that culture, adult males 
would rape boys as a supposed rite of social cohesion. 
These activities were not considered to be rape because 
it was assumed that children could consent. Adult-child 
power dynamics were also not addressed in Ancient 
Greek constitutions.® 

Groups attempting to legitimise child sex abuse exist 
today. Some are paedophiles. Others are ill-advised 
cognitive psychologists who try to tell us to distinguish 
between offending and non-offending "minor-attracted 
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persons," as they now call them. We shall see how, 
_ in some cases, monopoly corporations like Disney 
and Netflix corrupt the innocence of childhood with 
subliminal messages and for-profit content 
bordering on child porn. We shall also explore 
cases of lobby groups trying to lower the age of 
consent, reduce sentences for abusers, and even 
gaslight victims of incest by inventing a 
pseudoscience called “false memory syndrome." » 
Another much-covered topic is the exposure of 
children to adult pornography due’ to the 
persistence of online culture, leaving millions of kids 
unwittingly traumatised, some of whom try to act 
out what they see on other children. In addition, 
music videos have become _ increasingly 
pornographic, having similar effects. There does 
not appear to be a centralised conspiracy aiming to 
normalise paedophilia, but rather, there are 
persistent efforts of vested interests who mainly work 
through the entertainment industry to sexualise little girls 
(sometimes boys) in music videos, movies, and TV shows. 
The message they are sending, deliberately or not, is that 
it is okay for adult audience members to be attracted to 
the children featured in their productions; that we should 
accept that a minority of people find kids sexually 
attractive, and that even consent laws should be altered 
accordingly. The children, meanwhile, are encouraged to 
behave like adults. 


Minor-Attracted Persons? 

There are/were dozens of pro-paedo organisations 
throughout the world, including the North American 
Man-Boy Love Association (NAMBLA) and International 
Pedophile and Child Emancipation, both of which appear 
to still be in existence. Prominent NAMBLA defenders 
included the poet Allen Ginsberg (1926-1997) and the 
feminist, Camille Paglia (b. 1947):® both of whom are 
revered today (the idolisation of pro-child abusers 
because of their work in other fields is another factor in 
normalisation; one too broad to explore here). 

Despite the illegality of child rape, Britain's Paedophile 
Information Exchange (PIE) was a network of adults who 
openly traded information about themselves and 
children. Promoting the notion that children are capable 
of consenting (which they're not), PIE also advocated for 
what they called "paedophile rights" and the supposed 
"right" of children to initiate sex with adults and 
"consent" to adult advances. The UK's National Council 
for Civil Liberties (NCCL, now known as Liberty) was used 
as a vehicle by PIE. In.1975, the NCCL granted PIE 
affiliate status. PIE was not expelled until 1983.’ A failed 
NCCL motion brought by PIE in 1976 advocated lowering 
the age of consent to 10. The motion was backed’ by 
future Labour MP, Patricia Hewitt (b. 1948).'° PIE 
disbanded a year later. 

Regularly cited in newspapers, interviewed by media,

and hired as an expert witness, the German sexologist 
and child rapist," Helmut Kentler (1928-2008), was one 
of the country's leading psychologists. Kentler promoted 
paedophilia under the pseudo-scientific claim that social 
unrest was caused by repressed sexuality. From the 1960s 
until at least the mid-2000s, Kentler trafficked vulnerable 
children to networks of often high-profile paedophiles 
with whom he was familiar. The rapists and molesters 
would foster the children under the cover of a scientific 
experiment, supposedly designed to demonstrate how 
well victims can integrate into society. Kentler knew that 
his alleged experiment was bogus because he only went 
public when the statute of limitations for prosecution and 
compensation had expired.’ The German. state, 
including the Berlin Senate, to which he wrote reports, 
and child welfare offices funded and endorsed his 
project, despite the obvious illegality. When local 
prosecutors tried to investigate, Kentler would intervene. 
This has led some to question whether the project was a 
US Central Intelligence Agency operation; the CIA having 
had a big hand in Germany's post-war politics.'* 

More recently, psychologists have laid out a spectrum 
of paedophilia. “Chronophilia" is attraction to. people 
within certain age ranges. Nepiophilia is the attraction to 
infants. Although the public uses the term "paedophile" 
to describe a person sexually attracted to minors of any 
age, psychologists say it specifically refers to attraction 
to kids aged three to 10. Hebephilia is the desire for 
pubescent children and ephebophilia is the lust for 


15-17-year-olds, which is where legal lines begin to blur: 


because some countries have lower ages of consent than 
others.” In half a dozen US states, for instance, the age 
of consent is 18.15 in Europe, several countries—from 
Austria to Portugal—set their ages of consent at 14." 
Most people would agree, however, that while legal in 
some countries, it is immoral for a person in their 
twenties, for instance, to enter into a sexual relationship 
with a 14-year-old. 
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Despite this, there are long-standing efforts by certain 
individuals, groups, and institutions to normalise pre- and 
pubescent paedophilia, which is defined for the purposes 
of this article as the sexual attraction to children by adults; 
not, for instance, an 18-year-old. attracted to a 16-year- 
ald, but for example a 30-year-old desiring a 12-year-old. 
Psychologists note "overlap" in the “attraction patterns" 
of people attracted to infants, prepubescents, and early- 
pubescent children, whom they now label as 

"minor-attracted persons" (MAPs). They distinguish these 
from people who are attracted to later-stage pubescent 
children. They also note that so-called MAPs do not 
usually have an exclusive attraction to children and most, 
according to the psychologists, do not commit offences. 
As we shall see, the latter is a dubious assumption. 

The American Psychiatric Association defines 
paedophile as a person over 16 years of age who is 
attracted to a child who is at least five years younger.” 
Certain media have been promoting MAPs. A BBC article 
reiterates that one MAP, whom they interview extensively, 
only has "emotional" connections to children (when 
"attraction" in this context clearly refers to sex abuse). 
The very end of the article states that the MAP "says that 
he hasn't [viewed child porn]. Partly because he wasn't 
‘tech savvy' enough to know how to avoid getting 
caught."'® So, given the circumstances, he'd be a 
predator, yet according to the double-think of the article 
he's not a risk to kids just because he says so. A similar 
article in USA. Today says: "Researchers who study 
pedophilia say the term describes an attraction, not an 
action, and using it interchangeably with ‘abuse’ fuels 
misperceptions. "'? This is like saying that a heterosexual 
male would never look at images of naked women. 

Another way in which enablers of child rape and 
molestation have attempted to normalise is via the denial 
and gaslighting of victims in the form of a 
pseudoscience” called "false memory syndrome" (FMS), 
Particularly during thé 1980s, when familial child sex 
abuse became exposed for the epidemic it is, victims felt 
empowered to seek legal and financial compensation. 
They were bolstered by the emerging science of 
recovered memory therapy. Accused parents responded 
by setting up and joining the recently defunct False 
Memory Syndrome Foundation: an entity established by 
Pamela (dates unknown) and Peter Freyd (b. 1936) in 
response to their daughter Jennifer's allegations. 
(Jennifer, [b. 1957] is a strong survivor who has developed 
a psychological model to help others to understand how 
abusers operate.)*! 

One of the Foundation's biggest personalities was Dr 
Elizabeth Loftus (b. 1944), a pioneer of FMS and a so- 
called expert witness in the defence of Bill Cosby, 
Michael Jackson, Harvey Weinstein, and serial killer, Ted 
Bundy.” In 1996, Loftus resigned from the American 
Psychological Association for lying.23 More recently, she 
defended in court the child sex trafficker Ghislaine 
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Maxwell (b. 1961). By then, the damage had been done. 
Many people believed that FMS is real and began 
doubting their own recovered memories and the claims 
of abuse survivors. Media studies at the time noted that 
in the early-1990s, 80 per cent of major newspaper 
coverage sided with. the abuse victim. By the middle of 
the decade, however, the statistics were reversed: 80 


percent doubted the victims, citing the “science" of 
FMS.” 


From Shirley Temple to Maddie Ziegler 
Hollywood and the music industry are two of the 
biggest cultural shapers in the English-speaking world. 

Both have a history and present of sexually exploiting 
child actors. One of the earliest cases is that of Shirley 
Temple (1928-2014): a major child star in the mid-1930s. 
One of her earliest roles was in the short film series, Baby 
Burlesks (sic)—a kind of ElsaGate of its day but seemingly 
without the controversy. (ElsaGate was—and in some 
cases continues to be—the production of YouTube videos 
that appear to be aimed at children but have adult 
content. The phenomenon is named after the character 
in Disney's Frozen, whom the videos sexualise.) In one 
movie, Temple plays a prostitute trading kisses with adult 
men for lollipops, joking "I'm expensive, you know?" In 
her autobiography, Temple later wrote that the films were 
"a cynical exploitation of our childish innocence." In 
another, War Babies, Temple plays an "exotic" dancer for 
soldiers played by shirtless boys. 

_ Beginning in the 1970s, maybe earlier, Disney began 
inserting subliminal sexual content into films aimed at 
children. The pervasiveness of the insertions suggests 
that more was going’on than just young adult animators 


Shirley Temple in the " Baby Burlesk" movie, Glad Rags to 
Riches, c.1933 (Author: Charles Lamont) 
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making inappropriate jokes. The Rescuers (1977) features 
a topless woman unseen by the conscious eye. The ability 
to freeze frames with-VHS led to 3.4 million copies of the 
movie being recalled in 1999. Who Framed Roger 
Rabbit? is even more insidious, featuring frames of 
Jessica Rabbit's crotch identified only with slow motion. 
The original Little Mermaid featured the priest getting 
aroused when marrying Ursula and Prince Eric. Disney de 
facto admitted guilt by removing the trouser-lump from 
the DVD version. "Good kitty, take off and go," Aladdin 
says to Jasmine's tiger in the eponymous animation. 
Others reckon that it sounds suspiciously closer to "Good 
[kiddies] take off your clothes." Again, 4 roundabout 
admission was the removal of the line for the DVD 
release. While animator Tom Sito claims that dust clouds 
spell SFX in reference to the movie's special effects, 
critics say that The Lion King features the word SEX in the 
clouds.” 

Abigale Miller (6. 1965) is an alleged merital and 
physical abuser of children (which she denies), as well as 
a convicted fraudster.” Her Abby Lee Dance Company 
trained children, mostly girls, to prance around in tight 
and revealing costumes, including topless-style leotards 
for an episode of her show that was removed from reruns 
after a backlash from fans.”* Cable J 
TV's Lifetime channel (part-owned | 
by Disney) broadcast Dance Moms: 
a reality show centred on Miller's 
academy. The program featured 
pushy mothers living vicariously off 
of their daughters’ achievements, 
as well as the allegedly abusive 
Miller directing and judging the 
children. The young Maddie Ziegler 
(b. 2002) became a star of the show. 
In one episode, the adult Miller 
"trained" the child Ziegler how to 
kiss a boy by kissing her on the 
mouth before making her rehearse 
kisses with the boy.? 

Ziegler was then cast by Sia Furler 
(bo. 1975), the Australian singer- 
songwriter, as the dancer in the 
video "Chandelier", which has over 
2.5 billion views on YouTube. In the 
video, Ziegler wears a skin-coloured 
leotard and is filmed in high- 
contrast light, which reveals the 
outline of her groin as she does the splits. (Ziegler also 
makes a reference to her eye: a gesture made by 
hundreds of musicians, which some suggest is a reference 
to a hidden cult in the music industry.)*° Defenders'of the 
video plead innocence, but Ziegler's dancing talents 
could have been displayed in ways that didn't make her 
appear to be naked. The follow-up video featured the 12- 
year-old Ziegler, again in a skin-coloured leotard, fighting 
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Maddie Ziegler at the opening of Abby 
Lee Miller's Dance Gompany in Santa 
Monica, 30 May 2015 
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in a cage with actor Shia LaBeouf (b. 1986). As if 
admitting guilt without admitting guilt, Sia’ (who 
strenuously denies any wrongdoing) tweeted: "I 
anticipated some ‘paedophilial!!' cries for this video."*! 
"Dance Mom” Cathy Nesbitt-Stein (b. 1959) stated that 
the video made her feel sick, saying of Ziegler's mother: 
"lam flabbergasted Melissa would go to the levels she 
is going to get her daughter, famous. "*? 


Cuties Controversy 

"The dance scenes are provocative, sexual in nature 
and can be sometimes uncomfortable to watch, featuring 
slow-motion shots of 11-year-old girls sucking on their 
fingers and close-ups on their crotches and behinds." 
These are the words of a secret January 2020 report 
prepared by the Netflix editorial creative team for the 
French movie Mignonnes (2020), directed by Maimouna 
Doucouré (b. 1985). The film was released as Cuties in 
much of the English-speaking world. Despite 
acknowledging the pornographic nature of the movie, 
the team did not decide to withdraw the product or apply 
additional quality control, such as editing out the more 
sexualised content. 

In the US, Cuties was restricted for Mature Audiences 
only. So, the logic is that children 
were tasked with performing acts 
that were only suitable for adults to 
view. In Australia, the film was rated 
MA15+ and in the UK it was rated 
the equivalent 15.*4 The poster for 
the original French version of the 
movie featured the four preteens 
walking up a hill. The US poster was 
changed by the Netflix designers to 
depict a scene from the movie, in 
which the children are dressed in 
skimpy clothes and __ strike 
suggestive poses. Many argued 
that Netflix was not only guilty of 
legitimising child ‘abuse by 
purchasing and distributing the 
film#*® but creating its own child 
porn by designing a poster with the 
intention of generating controversy 
among the general public and 
appealing to paedophile or 
“paedo-curious" audiences.** 

Doucouré claims that she mace a 
movie designed to highlight the sexualisation of children 
and raise awareness about how young girls are exposed 
to inappropriate content due to the all-pervasiveness of 
online culture.%” In the opinions of many, however, such a 
movie could have been made without making children 
perform sexualised acts.*® Doucouré's defence seems 
implausible. Another possible agenda was the corruption 
of Islam, which French politicians, left and right, use as a 
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Original French poster on left and Netflix rebrand poster on right 


weapon to win votes by telling voters: that Allah- 
worshipping foreigners are corrupting "French" culture.” 
Islam, both its hard line and moderate spectrums, is a 
traditional religion that promotes strong family values. In 
the movie, one of the girls breaks from this tradition to 
profit from secular dance. In this respect, the movie could 
be read as encouraging young Muslim girls to defy their 
parents’ traditions and transform themselves into objects 
of desire in service to modern French capitalism. 

In the US, Netflix tried to sell the movie as the girls' 
efforts to explore their "femininity." But the apparent 
efforts to corrupt Islamic family values and disguise child 
porn as feminism ignited a powder keg. At least one 
prominent black feminist** complained that Netflix's first 
major movie including black female protagonists had not 
only sexualised them, but-that they 
were kids.** One well-known white 
liberal (i.e., the kind that supports 
the US Democratic Party) reported 
that their political enemies, the 
Republicans, were the ones making 
a fuss over nothing.” Not only does 
this reflect a pro-child abuse 
undercurrent that runs through 
some modern liberal political 
culture (in my opinion), it shows that 
when something is wrong the tribal 
instincts of some can be stronger 
than moral outrage. It is a sad state 
of affairs when people defend child 
porn even when the purveyors of 
such material, in this case Netflix, 
themselves apologise: "We're 
deeply sorry for the inappropriate 
artwork we use for Mignonnes/ 
Cuties. It was not OK," read the 
company's tweet in August 2020, 
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one month before the film's flop 
release. 

‘The "liberal" author mentioned 
above is Alyssa Rosenberg (dates 
unknown). She denies any 
wrongdoing and her husband is 
Matt Gertz (dates unknown). 
Gertz is a senior fellow at Media 
Matters: an _ organisation 
founded by the prominent 
Democratic strategist, David 
Brock (b. 1962).4? Brock's former 
partner, James Alefantis (dates 
unknown), is the owner of the 
pizzeria Comet Ping Pong and the 
more bourgeois Buck's Fishing 
and Camping. In 2012, GO 
magazine rated Alefantis the 49th 
most powerful person in 
Washington, DC; apparently on the basis that influential 
Democrats hobnob at his establishment.’ Alefantis 
courted controversy by allegedly posting images on 
social media of a “baby for sale" (an unhappy-looking 
doll), and a man standing behind a young girl tied to a 
table (whom he said was a relative playing), to give just a 
two examples. (Alefantis strenuously denies wrongdoing 
and has sued over claims that he is involved in child sex 
trafficking. The events are more commonly known as 
“Pizzagate". They allegedly involved many other people 
and are dismissed as a right-wing conspiracy theory by 
mainstream corporate media.) 

The following connections and alleged connections do 
not point to a specific Cuties conspiracy, but rather, to a 
possible dark subculture running through elements of 
Netflix, Sundance, and the 
Democratic Party: ‘Former 
Democratic US President Barack 
Obama (b. 1961) has a 
production contract with Netflix. 
In 2016, WikiLeaks published 
thousands of emails in which 
high-level Democrats, including 
Obama's staff, make frequent 
and bizarrely phrased references 
to food, including pizza and 
hotdogs, which some have 
interpreted as code words for 
child — sex-trafficking.” The 
Sundance Film Festival's co- 
founder, Sterling Van Wagenen 
(b. 1947), is a convicted child 
abuser.® In addition to receiving 
prizes from other festivals, 
Cuties won best world cinema 
dramatic directing award at 
Sundance 2020.5! 
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Conclusion 

The normalisation of paedophilia is occurring because 
different groups have similar agendas. Realising that 
sexual attraction to minors is an epidemic, Netflix US 
apparently sought to capitalise on this by promoting what 
their designers thought was an erotic poster of little girls. 
Cognitive psychologists and neuroscientists are trying to 
prevent child abuse by understanding the neural makeup 
of so-called "minor-attracted persons," but as noted 
above their efforts are at best misguided because they 
don't consider the likelihood that MAPs will offend at 
some point. They also portray MAPs as determinately 
attracted to children without looking into potential abuse 
they may have suffered in childhood or examining ways 
to recondition or monitor them to prevent harm to 
children.

The cases of the Paedophile Information Exchange and 
NAMBLA in the 1970s and '80s demonstrate that 
misguided attempts by "progressives" to give "rights" 
to paedophiles not only end up victimising children, they 
also show the insidiousness of such networks, which pose 
as empathic, trying to suggest that paedophiles are 
normal people with abnormal attractions, but actually 
they advocate for the abolition of the age of consent 
while creating platforms in which abusers can network. In 
the case of the False Memory Syndrome Foundation and 
related literature, we have seen how financially predatory 
professionals like Loftus (in my opinion) have re-abused 
victims by empowering sex predators like Maxwell and 
creating a culture of denial that sides with the abuser. The 
extraordinary and horrifying Kentler experiment shows 
how far "liberal" attitudes towards child rapists can go, 
when different layers of the state—from the Senate and 
child welfare organisations, to the media and professional 
associations—quietly trafficked vulnerable kids to known 
abusers for decades while fully aware of the illegality of 
such practices. 


Not all abuse victims go on to abuse, but every abuser 
has been a victim. If we are to eliminate the scourge of 
child sex abuse, we need far greater monitoring of 
predators and massive support networks, therapy, and 
public awareness for abuse survivors. Such conditions will 
limit the opportunity for abuse victims to abuse others 
while providing them with the necessary tools to survive 
their abuse in constructive not destructive ways.

The dawn of 
agriculture and pastoralism saw permanent settlements 
develop for the first time along with the need to store 
and preserve food by adding salt or bacterial cultures. 
Inventions in agriculture such as the sickle for harvesting 
grains, mortar and pestle as well as the quern for milling 
grains, the sieve and the oven were also part of this 
Neolithic Revolution. 


The Three Types of Fermentation 
1) Lactic acid fermentation: Yeasts and bacteria process 


starches or sugars into lactic acid. Kimchi, yogurt, and 


sourdough bread are examples. 

2) Ethyl alcohol fermentation: The pyruvate molecules 
in sugars or starches are broken down by yeasts into 
carbon dioxide and alcohol which is how wine, beer and 
liquors are made.

3) Acetic acid fermentation requires oxygenation: 
Starches and sugars from grains or fruits are fermented 
into sour substances such as apple cider vinegar. 

Grains, such as barley, einkorn/emmer wheat and millet 
were the first food to be fermented in Europe, Asia and 
Africa. Dairy products from cows, goats, sheep and 
camels soon followed. In the Americas, maize was the 
most important crop and fermented in Pre-Columbian 
times to create alcoholic beverages. The Chinese were 
also fermenting rice beverages 8,000 years ago. 


Bread Making in History 
_ Bread making first appeared as flatbread made by 
Natufian hunter-gatherers from wild wheat, barley and 
roots between 14,600-11,600 years ago in the Levant. 
The archaeological site of Shubayqa 1 in Jordan predated 
the earliest Neolithic bread making sites in Turkey and 
Europe by thousands of years. For the next eight 
millennia, bread was unleavened, minus the added yeast 
fungi which began the process of fermentation. Such 
flatbreads survive today as lavash, matzo, chapatti, naan, 
focaccia and tortillas in cultures from Europe to Mexico. 
Yeasts are single-celled microorganisms from the fungi 
family. The yeast species Saccharomyces cerevisiae 
converts carbohydrates to carbon dioxide and alcohols’ 
during fermentation. It is believed that bakers first added 
yeast to bread over 5,000 years ago in ancient Egypt. 
Such a process, called leavening, allowed the dough to 
rise. A sourdough lactic acid bacteria and yeast culture in 
a mixture of flour and water was often used as a starter. 
The oldest sourdough bread excavated from 3700 BCE 
was discovered at a site in Switzerland, but the origin of 
sourdough fermentation possibly extends much further 
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back into history. 

Grains such as barley, emmer and einkorn wheat 
were grown to make bread, which was a staple in 
the Egyptian diet. Grain was cut with a sickle and 
taken to a threshing table. Emmer wheat spikelets 
had to be removed by moistening and pounding 
with a pestle. It was then dried in the sun, 
winnowed, sieved and finally milled on a saddle 
guern. This flour was coarse, even when sifted 


from the bread consumed. Yeast was used for the 
first time. 


well established during the Old Kingdom. 
Excavations at Tel Edfu by archaeologists of the 
Oriental Institute of the University of Chicago in 
December 2017 uncovered a large complex of 
courtyards and workshops with large storage 
containers and other artefacts associated with 
bread making and beer production. 

The buildings date from 2400-2350 BCE and are 


the best Old Kingdom remains from Upper Egypt. 


According to an article in Smithsonian Magazine, 
amateur baker and Egyptologist Seamus Blackley, a 
creator of the Xbox, managed to gain access to some 
Old Kingdom yeast from baking vessels stored at the 
Peabody Essex Museum and Museum of Fine Arts in 
Boston. Microbiology doctoral candidate Richard 
Bowman reawakened dormant yeasts by injecting a 
nutrient solution into the ceramics. In 2019, Blackley 
cultivated the yeast for a week using unfiltered olive oil, 
hand-milled barley and einkorn until he had a starter to 
make the bread. He then mixed the starter with the 
einkorn, barley and kamut and baked it in an earthenware 
vessel, 

“It's much sweeter and more rich than the sourdough 
we are used to. It's a big difference," he wrote. "The 
aroma and flavor are incredible," 

The ancient Minoan and Mycenaean Greeks baked 
bread made from barley and emmer, but historians are 
not sure when fermented bread was first introduced. By 
the Classical Age of the 6th century BCE, both leavened 
and unleavened breads were popular, with recipes for 
raised breads, coarse brown barley bread, white bread 
from imported Egyptian fine flour, oven bread, wafer 
bread, flat bread and various cakes. While most Greek 
households baked their own bread, the Athenians were 
opening bakeries and selling fresh bread at market. 

During the 5th century BCE, the Greeks invented the 
first milling machine called the Olynthus mill, also known 
as the hopper mill, which consisted of two rectangular- 
shaped stones stacked on top of each other and turned 
with a lever. This made milling the grain far more efficient 
than the laborious saddle quern which involved a person 
physically pushing one stone against another. 

The Romans were prolific bakers churning out vast 
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several times, and most Egyptians had bad teeth. 


Bread making on an industrial scale was already. 


amounts of loaves of mostly leavened wheat bread every 
day. Unleavened bread was called maza which was mixed 
with a yeast starter to form the more expensive leavened 
bread purchased by wealthier households. Specialised 
bakeries were also producing foreign versions of bread, 
such as Parthian water bread, which was full of holes like 
a sponge, and picennum, a sweet bread baked with nuts 
and honey in clay moulds. 

The ancient Celts of Gaul used barm, the foam from 
fermenting beer, as leavening. Although the Gauls were 
considered to be barbarians by the Romans, ancient 
historians did acknowledge that their beer foam bread 
was lighter than Roman bread. 


Fermented Beverages 


¢ Beer 
Beer is one of the oldest fermented drinks in the world 
and probably. originated in Mesopotamia or Iran. 
Chemical tests of ancient pottery jars reveal that beer in 
lran was produced 7,000 years ago, while a 6,000-year- 
old tablet in Mesopotamia depicts people consuming a 
beverage, possibly beer, through reed straws from a 
communal bowl. The Sumerian beer goddess, Ninkasi 
appears in the "Hymn to Ninkasi" which is a recipe for 
brewing beer from barley bread. An excerpt follows: 
When you pour out the filtered beer of the collector 
vat, 
It is [like] the onrush of Tigris and Euphrates. 
Ninkasi, you are the one who pours out the filtered 
beer of the collector vat, 
It is [like] the onrush of Tigris and Euphrates.” 


The earliest chemically confirmed barley beer was 
discovered at Godin Tepe, in the Zagros Mountains, Iran, 
where fragments of a jug, over 5,000 years old, were 
‘found to be coated with beerstone, a by- 
product of the brewing process. Beer was also 
brewed in Neolithic Europe at the same time. In 
China, fermented alcoholic drinks were created 
as far back as 9,000 years ago, with similar 
production methods to those in ancient Egypt 
and Mesopotamia. 

Bread and beer were the staples of the 
Egyptian diet. Egyptian beer was made from 
baked barley bread and also used in religious 
practices over 5,000 years ago. The oldest high- 
production brewery in the world was discovered 
in Abydos in 2021 by a joint Egyptian—American 
team. Dating back to the 1st Dynasty more than 
5,000 years ago, it consisted of eight large areas 
20 metres long (65 ft), each containing 40 
earthenware pots arranged in two rows. A mixture of 
grains and water was heated in the vats, with each basin 
held in place by clay levers placed vertically in the form 
of rings. The facility was able to produce about 22,400 
litres (4,900 gallons) of beer at a time. The brewery was a 
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remarkable structure built on the cusp of Pre-dynastic and 
Old Kingdom times.3 

In 2011, the Dogfish Head Brewery in Delaware 
consulted ancient Egyptian recipes in order to brew a 
beer with traditional ingredients which they called Ta 
Henket. 

“Ta Henket is brewed with an ancient form of wheat 
and loaves of hearth-baked bread, and it's flavored 
with chamomile, doum palm fruit and Middle Eastern 
herbs. To ferment this earthy ancient ale, Sam and 
friends traveled to Cairo, set out baited petri dishes 
and captured a native Egyptian saccharomyces yeast 
strain."4 


In historical European times, beer was less favoured 
than wine, except by northerners such as Gauls, Thracians 
and Germanics. According to Science News: 

“Six specially constructed ditches previously 

excavated at Eberdingen-Hochdorf, a 2,550-year-old 

Celtic settlement, were used to make high-quality 

barley malt, a key beer ingredient', says 

archaeobotanist Hans-Peter Stika of the University of 

Hohenheim in Stuttgart. ‘Thousands of charred barley 

grains unearthed in the ditches about a decade ago 

came from a large malt-making enterprise’, Stika 

reports in a paper published online January 4 [2011] 

in Archaeological and Anthropological Sciences."* 


The Celts soaked the barley in constructed ditches until 
it sprouted. Grains were dried by lighting fires at the ends 
of the ditches, giving the malt a darkened colour and 
smoky taste. Lactic acid bacteria, stimulated by slow 
drying of soaked grains, added sourness to the brew. 
Stika suspects that yeast-covered brewing equipment or 
added fruit triggered fermentation.®

Despite their disdain for barbarian practices, the Greeks 


were fond of barley wine and Greek philosopher 


Sophocles felt the need to caution moderation when 
consuming beer. Hops were not used in beer production 
until the 9th century in France.

e Wine 

Wine fermentation occurs when sugar from grapes is 
added to yeast, producing alcohol and carbon dioxide. 
The earliest evidence of grape processing in Western 
Asia occurred at Lake Zeriber, Iran where grape pollen 
was found in a soil core dated to 4300 BCE. Excavations 
at a Greek site called Dikili Tash have revealed grape pips 
and empty skins dated to between 4400-4000 BCE, the 
earliest so far discovered in the Aegean. Viticulture was 
also very important in Minoan and Mycenaean cultures 
which followed the Neolithic in Greece. 

The oldest known winery was discovered in the “Areni- 
1" cave in Vayots Dzor, Armenia where a wine press, 
fermentation vats, jars and cups have been dated to 4000 
BCE. This winery consisted of a trough measuring 3 x 3.5 
feet (0.91 x 1.07 m) with a drain leading to a two-foot- 
long vat that could contain 15 gallons (68 litres) of wine. 
The seeds were from Vitis vinifera, the grape still used to 
make wine. ; 

In Egypt, a thriving royal winemaking industry was 
established in the Nile Delta following the introduction 
of grape cultivation from the Levant in about 3000 BCE. 
Shedeh, red wine was the most precious drink in the New 
Kingdom because of its resemblance to blood and many 
blood myths. White wine was also available during the 
time of New Kingdom pharaoh Tutankhamun. 

In Neolithic times and well into Egyptian times, grapes 
were pressed in large troughs or vats by foot. It seems 
likely that the first wine presses, using planks of wood to 
extract the juice from grapes, may have been used in 
ancient Crete, along with the foot stomping method. 

Wine was the most important drink in ancient Greece, 
including red, white, rosé and port wines. All wine was 
cut with water, as it was considered barbaric to drink it 
straight. They also drank kykeon, a combination of barley 


gruel, water, herbs and goat cheese. 
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Wine production was very important in the Levant 
Phoenician culture as well as the colony of Carthage in 
North Africa which challenged Rome in the Punic Wars. 
According to the famous Mago of Carthage, known as 
the Father of agriculture, Carthaginian raisin wine was 
sold to Italy in huge quantities. 

"Pick some well-ripened early grapes. Discard any 

that are mildewed or damaged. Drive forked 

branches or stakes made of rods tied into bundles 
into the ground at a distance of about four feet apart. 

Lay reeds across them and spread the grapes out in 

the sun on top. Cover them at night so that the dew 

will not moisten them. When they are dried, pick the 
grapes off stems and put them in a jar or pitcher. Add 

- some unfermented wine, the best you have, until the 
grapes are just covered. After six days, when the 
grapes have absorbed it all and are swollen, put them 
in a basket, put them through the press, and collect 
the resulting liquid. Next, press the mass, adding 
fresh unfermented wine made with other grapes 
which have been left in the sun for three days. Stir it 
well and put it through the press. Bottle the liquid of 
the second press in stoppered jars, so it will not turn 
sour. After 20 or 30 days when the fermentation is 
over, decant it into fresh vessels. Coat the lids with 
plaster and cover them with leather."’ 


The Romans developed viticulture to a high degree and 
exported it around the Mediterranean. They invented 
efficient wine presses consisting of a horizontal beam 
held up by two upright fixtures beneath which pressure 
was applied to the grapes by a windlass fixed to a rope. 
The juice fel! through a shallow basin towards the exit. 
Later, the windlass was replaced by a vertical screw in the 
"Greek press." 

Smaller farms used slaves to stomp on the grapes, but 
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in large estates, presses were huge, up to 12 metres long, 
3-4 metres high and weighing many tonnes. The wooden 
beams holding the stone were operated by ropes and 
pulleys built by the rural population using local stone and 
wood. 


* Cider and Vinegar 

Both vinegar and cider share a long history extending 
into antiquity. Around 5,000 years ago, the Babylonians 
and Egyptians ‘used the fruit and sap of the date palm 
which fermented naturally into vinegar in contact with air. 
The Greeks and Romans made vinegars from wine, using 
it for culinary and health purposes. Cider is made from 
the fermented juice of apples. The British Celts were 
producing it from crab apples, and it quickly spread 
throughout the Roman Empire after the invasion of Britain 
in 55 BCE.’ 


¢ Other Fermented Alcohols 

Jiahu, an advanced Neolithic settlement in central 
China 8,000 years ago with some of China's oldest 
pottery, was chemically analysed by Patrick McGovern 
and his team from Pennsylvania Museum. They 
discovered that alcohol was fermented from rice, honey, 
grapes and hawthorn by. the .process of mould 
saccharification, whereby several mould species were 
used to breakdown the rice and sugar into simple 
fermentable sugars. 

Mead, a fermented honey beverage, was popular in 
Europe during the Bronze Age from 2800 BCE. The 
ancient Greeks called it hydromeli which may have been 
the ambrosia of the gods. Mead probably preceded wine 
and was portrayed as a bee-faced goddess in some 
Minoan seals. 
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Soma was a fermented juice which was consumed by 
Hindu priests during the Vedic era in India (1500-500 
BCE.) However, the otigin and composition of the drink 
is shrouded in mystery and may have been anything from 
mushrooms, cannabis, or pomegranate. The god Soma 
was considered a bringer of health and wealth. Surd, a 
spirituous liquor, was commonly used at marriage 
ceremonies and in some religious rites. It was prohibited 
for the Brahmins, as was parisrut, another semi-fermented 
liquor. Wine was also mentioned in the Vedas. 


Fermented Dairy Products 

Fermented dairy products have existed since humans 
domesticated cattle, sheep, goats and camels around 
12,000 years ago. Natural fermentation occurred in the 
desert areas of North Africa and the Middle East when 
milk stored in animal skins turned into yoghurt due to 
naturally existing microflora present. Indians in the Indus 
Valley also began fermenting milk around 8,000-6,000 
years ago. With cows a sacred animal in Hindu India, 
yogurt and dairy have been long prized on the sub- 
continent. Across Eastern and southern Europe, yogurt 
was known, especially in Bulgaria where milk stored in 
animal stomachs created: a warm environment for 
bacteria to grow and transform milk into yogurt or 
cheese, ' 

Cheese was originally made from sheep milk during the 
Neolithic in Europe and the Middle East around 8,000 
years ago. It may have been discovered accidently by the 
practice of storing milk in containers made from the 
stomachs of animals. Rennet is a natural enzyme found 
in the stomach of ruminant animals and causes milk to 
coagulate, separating the curds and whey. Or Neolithic 
people could have salted curdled milk for preservation 
purposes. 

Many Neolithic humans were lactose intolerant as 
adults, so early milk production may have been for 
suckling infants or to create lactose reduced products like 
butter and cheese. The first. cheeses were probably soft 
like feta or Indian Paneer. 

By 7,000 years ago, cow's milk was used to make 
cheese in Poland, according to, studies of perforated 
ceramic material that had been used as sieves to separate 
the curds from whey. Traces of 7,000-year-old cheese 
have been detected on Croatian pottery. Milk residue has 
also been discovered on 8,000-year-old ceramic vessels 
from Catalhdyiik in Anatolia. 

In historical times, cheese was made in Sumer, Hittite 
Anatolia, Greece, Rome, India, Celtic Europe and Iran. In 
Greece, dairy products and cheese making were 
widespread in Hesiod's day, nearly 3,000 years ago. Goat 
and ewe cheese was a staple food, along with curdled 


milk products similar to yoghurt. Cheese was also used 


as an ingredient in cooking, including fish dishes. 
Nomads of the Eurasian steppes from the Caucasus to 
Mongolia fermented mare's milk at least 6,000 years ago. 
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Herodotus wrote of the Scythian method of creating 
mare's milk or kumis over-2,500 years ago in his famous 
Histories. 

"The Scythians blind all their slaves, to use them in 
preparing their milk. The plan they follow is to thrust 
tubes made of bone, not unlike our musical pipes, up 
the vulva of the mare, and then to blow into the tubes 
with their mouths, some milking while the others 
blow. They say that they do this because when the 
veins of the animal are full of air, the udder is forced 
down. The milk thus obtained is poured into deep 
wooden casks, about which the blind slaves are 
placed, and then the milk is stirred round. That which 
rises to the top is drawn off, and considered the best 
part; the under portion is of less account." (The 
Historiés, Book 4) 


Kumis is similar to kefir, but produced from a liquid 
starter culture, whereas kefir is fermented milk using a 
colony of yeast and bacteria in the form of small 
gelatinous grains which were highly prized. Although the 
oldest traces were found in a 4,000-year-old tomb in 
Xiohe, China, the nomads of the Caucasus were 
fermenting kefir over 2,000 years ago. 

In India from Vedic times, cow, buffalo and goat milk 
were consumed and fermented to produce yoghurt and 
curd, Various microorganism species were involved in the 
production of curd, depending upon the temperature 
and humidity of the environment. The ancient Persians 
were also fond of dairy, including cheese and yoghurt. A 
dried fermented milk product called kashk allowed for 
preservation of dairy ingredients for cooking. 


Fermented Fish Sauce 

Garum was the most popular sauce eaten in Roman 
times which may have been invented by the 
Carthaginians. According to Pliny: 

"It is prepared from the intestines of fish and various 

parts which would otherwise be thrown away, 

macerated in salt; so that it is, in fact, the result of 

their putrefaction." The resulting liquid is garum, 

which when combined with other foods creates the 

umani flavour. "® 

Vietnamese fish sauce, nuoc mam may also have had 
its origins in ancient Carthage, as the oldest records of 
the sauce were found in the writings of Mago. After the 
Roman conquest of Carthage, fish fermentation 
techniques for garum were spread across the Roman 
Empire and into Asia along the Silk Road. From the 5th 
century onwards, for nearly one thousand years, fish 
sauce was the main condiment in Asia until the Chinese 
invented soy sauce in the 14th century. 

Prahok is a Cambodian staple fish paste with a long 
history.going back to 100 BCE. Originally it was created 
to preserve fish during the dry season. Made from mud 
carp, it was originally crushed underfoot before being 
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salted and fermented in baskets. The liquid from the 
fermenting fish is a fish sauce which is dried and salted 
again before being placed in containers for up to two 
years. The flavour is very pungent. 

Rice has been fermented in India and China for 
thousands of years. The process starts with soaking or 
boiling the grains which initiates germination. 
Archaeologists at a site known as Qiaotou discovered 
that Chinese were drinking rice beer 9,000 years ago as 
a part of ritual celebrations. Oracle inscriptions from the 
Shang Dynasty in China mentioned three types of rice 
wine available over 3,000 years ago. Jiu Qu, a rice wine, 
was popular with the Zhou court and highly regulated. 
During the Han Dynasty (206 BCE-222 CE), fermentation 
to make staple rice foods such as steamed cakes, stuffed 
buns, steamed buns and soy sauce was already fully 
adopted, and by 600 CE a book on fermentation, 
including rice wines, was published by Jia Shixi.

Amakaze, a fermented rice drink first appeared in the 
Kofun Period in Japan, from 250-580 CE. It was created 
by boiling rice, water and koji, a fungus. The earliest form 
of sushi, called narezushi, was created during the Yayoi 
period (300 BCE-300 CE), with salted fish coated in 
fermented rice which prevented it from spoilage. The rice 
was discarded when the fish was eaten. After the 8th 
century CE, haya-zushi was assembled so the rice and fish 
could be eaten at the same time. The rice was no longer 
fermented but mixed with vinegar, vegetables and dried 


ingredients. 


Soybean Fermentation 

Soybeans originate. from China. Emperor Shennong 
named soybeans as one of the five sacred plants. Charred 
remains of wild soybean, Glycine soja were discovered in 
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Jiahu, Henan province, a Neolithic site occupied between 
9,000 and 8,000 years ago. They were domesticated 
between 1800-1100 BCE in eastern China during the 
Shang Dynasty and cooked or fermented into a paste. 
The oldest preserved soybeans: resembling modern 
varieties were found in Korea and dated to 1000 BCE. 

Soy sauce began to appear more than 2,500 years ago 
when soybeans were fermented with wheat and salt 
which was expensive. It is boiled in water, cooled down 
to 80 degrees Fahrenheit (27°C) and inoculated with koji 
mould. It is fermented between three and seven days in 
dark vats and then fermented again with lactic acid and 
yeast for several months. The longer the fermentation 
period the deeper the flavour. During the Han dynasty it 
was also espoused by Buddhist monks who wanted to 
avoid fish sauce. It became popular with Chinese 
Buddhists to enhance their bland vegetarian diet. By the 
8th century CE soy sauce had spread to Japan and Korea 
where it received further refinements. 

The production of tofu, curdled soy milk or bean curd, 
allegedly occurred during the Han period, although its 
origins are shrouded in legend. One fable claims it was 
masterminded by King of Huainan, Liu An, while another 
legend credits its discovery with a man who created tofu 
as an easy way to feed his elderly parents. Or it could 
have been invented by copying the cheese-making 
methods of Mongolian herders who drank milk. 

. Excavations at Okbang in South Gyeongsang province, 
Korea indicate that soybeans were cultivated as a food 
crop 3,000 years ago. Soybean sprouts were cooked as 
a vegetable, while dubu (tofu) was cooked for its protein. 
During the Mumum period animals were domesticated 
and the fermentation of beans was developed. The 
Baekje kingdom (18 BCE-660 CE) was known for its cold 
foods and fermented foods like kimchi. 

In Japan, the Nara Period from 710-794 CE saw the 
mastery of soybean fermentation with the introduction of 
natto made from Bacillus subtilis and unleavened bread 
as well as miso, mirin and shi. The Chinese also 
fermented black soybeans and made them into douchi, 
a sauce and seasoning. 


Pickling 

Vegetables have been preserved by pickling with wine 
and vinegar, salting and fermentation using the lactic acid 
produced by the vegetables for thousands of years in 
many cultures. In China, pickled cabbage, known as suan 
cai, was first mentioned in the Book of Odes dating back 
to the 7th century BCE. Fermented vegetables were used 
as offerings in the ceremony of worshipping the 
ancestors. Centuries later, the workers building the Great 
Wall of China lived on rice and cabbages. To preserve the 
vegetables in winter, they added rice wine to the 
cabbage, which fermented them with a sour taste. 

Suan cai is still eaten in China, with variations in 
Vietnam and Thailand. Northern Chinese used napa 
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cabbage, while Chinese mustard has long been 
fermented in southern and western China. From Asia, 
fermented vegetables spread to eastern and central 
Europe via invasions by the Mongols. By the 14th century, 
it became known as sauerkraut in Germany, created by 


the production of lactobacillus bacteria in the 
fermentation process. 

In Korea, pickled and fermented vegetables were 
mentioned in the historical record of the Three 
Kingdoms, (57 BCE-668 CE) and kimchi became popular 
during the Silla Kingdom. It was made during the winter 
by fermenting the vegetables and burying them in the 
ground in brown ceramic pots called onggi. Radishes 
were the most popular vegetables along with the 
addition of various spices and seasonings, although chilli 
spice did not exist until the 17th century when it was 
introduced to Asia by Portuguese traders. Cabbage was 
also used for kimchi during the Three Kingdoms. 
~ Maize, which is indigenous to the Americas, was first 
cultivated from the wild teosinte grass 9,000 years ago. 
It became a staple crop to the diet of Mesoamericans 
around 4,000 years ago and was also fermented as a form 
of liquor. In ancient Mexico, agave and maguey were also 
fermented, producing pulque and mescal. Another. 
alcoholic popular drink was balche made by soaking eps 
bark of the balche tree in honeyed water until i 
fermented. The result was a form of mead which was 
used in religious rituals. 

The Mayans were among the first people to discover 
cocoa and make chocolate spiced with chilli peppers and 
vanilla called xocolatl. They harvested the cocoa beans 
and fermented them for some time. Then they removed 
the shells of the beans, dried and eventually ground the 
bean into a paste or powder form. To make a chocolate 
drink, the Mayans poured it from a vessel at some height 
into another vessel several times so that the fats created 
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a thick layer of foam on top. Only the rich and the elite 
were able to drink chocolate which could also be 
sweetened with honey. 

South Americans: of pre-Incan cultures fermented 
gourd, potatoes, quinoa, cassava and molle to make 
alcohol, Potatoes are indigenous to South America and 
may have been cultivated up to 10,000 years ago, but 
the oldest tuber remains have been found at Ancon in 
Peru, dating to 2500 BCE. Indigenous Andeans prepared 
their potatoes by boiling, baking, mashing or stewing. 
One of their dishes was papas secas, which involved 
boiling, peeling and chopping potatoes which were then 
fermented to create togosh. Finally, they were ground to 
a pulp, soaked and filtered into a starch known as 
almidén de papa. 

Fermentation has a long history in Africa, but little 
research has been conducted to date the origins of 
fermented foods and beverages derived from sorghum 
and tubers such as cassava. Coffee was originally grown 
in the Ethiopian highlands and became known to the 
monasteries a thousand years ago for its ability to keep 
the monks awake for their long devotions. Fermentation 
of the coffee cherries takes place either naturally when 
they are picked or when they have been submerged in 
water for a few days, before they are roasted. Cultivation, 
production and trade began in the 15th’century in the 
Arabian Peninsula frorn where it spread to Europe. 

Although there are references in early European texts 
about First Nations Australians fermenting food and 
beverages, very few studies have been undertaken. In 
2016, Professor Vladimir Jiranek, of Oenolagy at Waite 
Campus, University of Adelaide, was recruiting students 
for a study on traditional fermentations of cider gum sap, 
Banksia and quandong roots from South Australia. He 
reports: 

"There is an important historical and 
anthropological aspect to the project. Some of these 
processes are not being practised anymore, but there 
may at least still be people with living memory of 
them. We're keen to record what we can while still 
possible. 

"The work may also reveal that novel organisms are 
involved that are unique to Australia, making this an 
opportunity to identify some new species of yeast 
and bacteria, perhaps with interesting new properties. 
We will also characterise the composition of the saps, 
nectars and various extracts as fermentation 
substrates while the Australian Bioactive Compounds 
Cenire will determine if bioactive compounds are also 
present. "? 


In 2020, Professor Jiranek announced that some of the 
bacterial and fungal communities from the cider gums 
they had studied could not be matched to existing 
databases:'° 


"It also allows us to identify new strains, or species 
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of yeast and bacteria from the fermentations that are 
unique to Australia. Further work will characterise 
single microorganisms that have been isolated and 
grown from the cider gum. 

"We are particularly interested in their fermentative 
abilities, their potential flavour impacts, how they've 
adapted to the cider gum environment and the 
possible symbiotic relationship they have with the 
trees."

upert Sheldrake, PhD is an eminent biologist and 

author whose views on pattern formation in nature 

have been criticised by much of the scientific 
community. He was director of cell biology and 
biochemistry at Clare College, Cambridge (1967-73) 
where he came to conclude that the reductionist method 
of analysis was inadequate to explain how organisms take 
their eventual shape. He argued that we can only explain 
how cells replicate and not how they differentiate into 
each type of cell—so some sort of "morphic field" must 
be in place. 

He put forward his hypothesis of "morphic resonance” 
in his first book, A New Science of Life (1981), which 
received the now infamous review by the editor of 
Nature, John Maddox who described his work as 
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"heresy" and recommended the book for "burning". 

Despite fierce criticism, Sheldrake has continued to 
publish works giving credence to memory in nature, 
consciousness independent of brains, and telepathic 
powers of living organisms, arguing that modem science 
is stuck in a mechanistic paradigm. The Science Delusion 
(2012), the seventh of his eight books, was very well 
received and he was given a TED Talk to summarise his 
critique of current scientific practice. Public recordings of 
his lecture were then censored by the organisers. 

His association in the 1990s with ethnobiologist 
Terence McKenna involved public discussion not only on 
mystery and spiritualism, but on the extended mind and 
collective consciousness, both men advocating the use 
of psychedelics to reveal these insights.

Rupert Sheldrake is a biologist and author of 


more than 90 scientific papers and nine books, and 
the co-author of six books. His books have been 
published in 28 languages. He was among the top 
100 Global Thought Leaders for 2013, as ranked by 
the Duttweiler Institute, Zurich, Switzerland's 
leading think tank. 

He is best known for his hypothesis of morphic 
resonance. At Cambridge University he worked in 
developmental biology as a Fellow of Clare 
College.

From 2005 to 
2010 he was Director of the Perrott-Warrick project 
for research on unexplained human and animal 
abilities, funded by Trinity College, Cambridge.

Morphic Resonance 

Morphic resonance is a process whereby self- 
organising systems inherit a memory from previous 
similar systems. In its most general formulation, 
morphic resonance means that the so-called laws of 
nature are more like habits. 

The hypothesis of morphic resonance also leads 
to a radically new interpretation of memory storage 
in the brain and of biological inheritance. 

Memory need not be stored in material traces 
inside brains, which are more like TV receivers than 
video recorders, tuning into influences from the 
past. 

And biological inheritance need not all be coded 
in the genes, or in epigenetic modifications of the 
genes; much of it depends on morphic resonance 
from previous members of the species. 

- Thus each individual inherits a collective memory 
from past members of the species, and also 
contributes to the collective memory, affecting 
other members of the species in the future.

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The Interview 

Robert Boucnik: | would say, and | don't think I'm 
speaking for myself here, that probably the most valuable 
insight you've given people like me who want to read 
your work to learn and understand, is on cell 
differentiation where you point out that for all we know 
about molecular biology we only know how cells replicate 
and duplicate, we don't know how they actually change, 
and most of us have been lulled into a false sense that 
genetics is the sole factor in making things take their 
ultimate shape. 

But you point out that the bundle of stem cells from 
which everything begins—all the cells are identical, and 
whatever makes them change into nerve cells, skin cells, 
blood cells whatever, cannot have anything to do with 
the internal contents of each cell. It must be something 
beyond that. You posit morphic fields as an explanation 
and you extend that into morphic resonance, which also 
includes patterns re-emerging in different parts of 


spacetime, but with morphic resonance this applies not 


only to patterns of shape but to patterns of behaviour as 
well, and so there we have to go into considering 
seriously things like collective memory, things like that. 

And because of this you've been criticised and slurred 
over the years as being pseudoscientific, mystical, 
irresponsible, whatever, and so rather than ask you a 
question that you've answered 1,000 times I'll just try and 
tweak it slightly. 

You've responded to your critics by saying they're part 
of a belief system that's materialistic and atheistic and 
actually inhibits genuine scientific inquiry, so my question 
is—this dominant materialist tendency in the scientific 
community... they're perfectly entitled to criticise your 
hypothesis of morphic fields or morphic resonance, even 
though | would say you've pointed out in one case an 
eternal mystery and in the other case something that's 
definitely... a genuine occurrence. But | don't think... it's 
hard to support the denial they have—they might not like 
your answers but they're in denial about the question, 
you know. So why do you think that is—that's the first 
question; what's the issue with them? 


Rupert Sheldrake: Well, | think the issue basically is a 
belief system. Most of my critics are mechanistic 
materialists. In other words they believe that the Universe 
is mechanical, machine-like, that it's mace of matter, that 
matter is unconscious and purposeless and that the entire 
Universe is only made of non-conscious, material stuff. 
That is what materialism says.. 

That leads to the idea that the brain is what produces 
the mind, and the mind is simply inside the head. It's an 
inexplicable epiphenomenon, or hallucination, produced 
by the brain; an illusion. And that nature is governed by 
fixed laws which don't change with time. 

Therefore the idea of morphic resonance, and an 
influence from the past working across time, simply isn't 
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on that map of reality. And the phenomena, like telepathy 
| investigate—implying minds extend beyond brains, are 
simply impossible. Therefore my proposals from their 
point of view are ridiculous, impossible, and because they 
can't entertain that these are possibilities; that they are 
hypotheses, they prefer to treat them as false claims 
which need to be debunked; whereas what | am trying to 
do is play science by the rules. And science is about 
expanding our understanding, looking beyond what we 
already know, putting forward hypotheses as to the way 
things might be, and then testing those hypotheses to 
find out if they're true or not. 

That involves living in a place of uncertainty. We don't 
know—! don't know—whether morphic resonance really 
happens or not. | think the evidence suggests it does, 
and I've suggested lots of experiments, some of which 
have been done to test whether it does or not. It's a 
testable hypothesis, it's not a claim that, "this is true, I'm 
right, you're wrong". It's not like that, that's how they'd 
like to frame it—it's a testable hypothesis. I'm trying to 


work scientifically investigating what we don't know, so 
that's really the point of my endeavour. 

| try and explain why materialists are trapped in this 
belief system or worldview in my book The Science 
Delusion (called Science Set Free in the USA) which is 
really about how we can go beyond the ten predominant 
dogmas of materialistic science, remaining scientific; in 
fact being more scientific because it's rather unscientific 
to be dogmatic and to refuse to look at things that don't 
fit into a particular worldview. 


Boucnik: Of course, in their defence perhaps, when 
you say that minds extend beyond brains, the electricity 
which creates the mind does emanate inside the brain, 
it's just it's difficult to know when electricity stops or 
energy stops and consciousness begins. So, how does 
the brain produce the mind then? If you're saying, for 
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example...there's panpsychism isn't there... that 
consciousness doesn't necessarily rely on the brain? And 
very eminent people like Christof Koch, | think, thinks that 
even microbes have consciousness, some people, one 
interviewee even said photons can have consciousness, 
that's how photosynthesis. works, But how can... the brain 
at some point does actually produce the mind or are we 
saying that our consciousness is diffuse or non-locatable 
in our physicality? 


Sheldrake: Well there are two points here: the first is 
whether minds are necessarily tied to brains. And as you 
point out, there is a fashion for panpsychism at the 
moment with Christof Koch, who used to be a hardcore 
materialist, who has become a panpsychist, and Philip 
Gough, a philosopher here in Britain, who makes a strong 
case for panpsychism, Their point is that if consciousness 
is present in some vestigial form or in some lowly form in 
electrons and atoms, then when it emerges in brains it is 
a difference of degree, not of kind. 

That's because the materialists have what's called the 
“hard problem of consciousness". If you say the Universe 
is totally unconscious, i.e. there's no consciousness 
anywhere, then you have to explain how come 
consciousness somehow seems to appear in human 
brains and possibly in animal brains too. 

Something totally different seems to emerge. There is 


| wrote a paper published last year, 
called "Is the Sun Conscious?", 
suggesting that the Sun and other 
stars may be conscious beings. 


a difference in kind—an almost miraculous appearance 
of something utterly different from the rest of nature. So 
to overcome that problem they say, let's assume there's 
a little bit of consciousness in photons and electrons. 

| think the best way of looking at panpsychism is not to 
go down to the very small, we don't have a clue what the 
consciousness.of an electron might be, but to go up and 
look at larger things. 

| wrote a paper published last year called "Is the Sun 
Conscious?", suggesting that the Sun and other stars 
may be conscious beings. Whole galaxies may have a 
kind of consciousness, so may the whole Universe, and 
their consciousness doesn't depend on brains obviously. 
The Sun doesn't have a brain with: left and right 
hemispheres, neurotransmitters and things, so even if it's 
only a thought experiment the question of "Is the Sun 
Conscious?"—which anyone can read on my website, 
published in the Journal of Consciousness Studies, a 
peer-reviewed journal—is a way of freeing our thinking 
about minds, from saying they've got to be in brains, the 
cerebro-centric view. 
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And then when it comes to the question of what's the 
relation to the brain, this is of course a vast question and 
huge papers and thousands of books have been written 
on-the subject. We are not going to solve it today, but 
you see one way of seeing the mind and the brain is the 
materialist way. The mind is somehow produced by the 
brain, it doesn't actually do anything, it doesn't have... 
there's no free will. The mind doesn't causally affect the 
brain, it's an epiphenomenon, that the mind is like a 
shadow produced by brain activity. 


The other possibility is that the mind and the. brain 
interact like the signals that go into your TV set interact 
with the TV set. The TV set in a sense produces the 
pictures you see on the screen, It produces the sounds 
you hear coming out of the loud speakers, but they're not 
all originating inside the TV set. There aren't the entire 
cast of period dramas or news bulletins or talk shows. 


They're not all like little people inside your TV set. There's. 


an invisible influence coming into the TV set and by 
interacting with the set, this is producing the pictures you 
see on the screen. 

So | think minds are like fields that influence brains, that 
work through brains and also that stretch out beyond 
brains. So when, for example, I'm looking now at my 
computer screen I'm seeing it out there about two feet 
in front of me, now the official view is those images. Now 
| look out the window and am looking at a tree, the 
official view is that those images are generated inside my 
head; they're inside my brain. My suggestion is that they 
are actually where they seem to be! 

Our minds project out everything we see where: it 
seems to be, and therefore they are extended out 
beyond the brain in every act of perception, and that 
means that there is a sense that our mind touches what 
we are looking at, even if it's a distant star and this should 
be detectable. That's why | got interested in the sense of 
being stared at, the feeling that you can tell you are being 
looked at from behind. Most people have had that 
experience—you turn around, there's someone looking 
at you or you stare at someone and they turn around. 
That ought not to happen if the mind is inside the brain. 
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And so dogmatic materialists say that it doesn't happen, 
it can't happen, and anyone who says it does is stupid or 
fraudulent or something like that. They try to deny the 
entire phenomenon even though it's part of everyday 
experience for 95 per cent of the population. So what I'm 
suggesting is that that is actual evidence that the mind is 
extended through morphic fields beyond the brain. And 
we are used to the idea of fields extending beyond 
physical objects from magnets, where the magnetic field 
is inside the magnet and around it. The Earth's 
gravitational field is inside the Earth 
and stretches far beyond it, invisibly 
holding the Moon in its orbit. And 
the field of your telephone, your 
mobile telephone, is inside the 
phone, and it physically stretches out 
beyond it. So I'm suggesting minds 
stretch out beyond brains in that 
kind of way rather than being 
confined to the inside of heads. 


5 Boucnik: Yes, | watched your 
Ez lecture on the Sun_ having 
consciousness and it was fascinating 
(obviously—sorry), but you seemed 
to be saying there that it's the connectedness, some sort 
of abstract streams or currents which really account for 
consciousness, that it's the synergy between things that 
accounts for consciousness. Would that be correct? 


Sheldrake: Well no, | was talking there about 
perception, you know when I'm looking at a tree the light 
coming from the tree comes into my eyes. All that's 
described perfectly well by conventional science, then 
changes happen in the optic nerve in the brain. All that 
again we can map and study by regular science. But then 
there's the question of how | produce the image of the 
tree and why I'm conscious of it. Regular science does 
not have anything to say on why |'m conscious, so that's 
the hard problem, and in terms of where the image is, it 
says it's inside the brain, whereas | experience it as being 
outside the brain, where it is. I'm just suggesting it's 
there. 


So I'm not saying all of consciousness is emerging from — 


local interactions, |'m saying that perception is emerging 
from these local interactions where we relate to the worid 
around us. In terms of the ultimate origins of 
consciousness, | mean that's an enormous metaphysical 
question and all traditional world views have said that 
there is consciousness in and beyond nature, that there's 


consciousness out there, that the whole Universe is 


pervaded by consciousness, the mind of God if you like, 


or cosmic consciousness. Consciousness isn't just 
confined to brains or even to stars and galaxies. The 
entire Universe may be conscious and that may be within 
an even greater consciousness that transcends the 
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Universe. The Universe may be within God and God may 
be within the Universe—that's a warld view called 
panentheism—or the whole Universe may be conscious 
and there may be nothing beyond it (that would be 
pantheism or cosmic panpsychism). So there are all sorts 
of views about consciousness beyond the brain and most 
traditional views have taken for granted there are many 
forms of consciousness beyond the human level, and an 
overall consciousness including all things. 


Bouenik: If we can just go back to the idea of the image 
being where the object is, a lot of that 
comes fram the work of Henri Bergson, 
| believe, doesn't it? The idea that we 
don't see with our eyes or our minds, we 
see with a system, and that our vision is 
inherently projective and reflective? | 
read Matter and Memory and | think for 
most people it would be quite hard to 
grasp at first this idea of the image 
going... You receive the information, 
your brain pushes it straight back out to 
the object and it touches the object, or 
you have a memory idea which overlaps 
the object: 

The thing that gave it more appeal, that made it more 
understandable, was when he said that the first time you 
perceive an object you must perceive it where the object 
is, rather than in the mind. And also the thing he points 
out of course is with memory. There's never, ever been 
found any sort of physical trace of memory, so this idea 
of where our mind is, is much looser than we're led to 
believe, and that gives legitimacy to your work, that there 
might be mental fields and... | think as you were saying 
before, there are everyday experiences like people sense 
auras, they talk about presence and atmospheres in 
rooms.and vibes, things like that, and those are everyday 
experiences which may be validated by these more 
alternative scientific ideas perhaps? 


Sheldrake: Well in terms of the projection of images 
we don't even need to get as far as things like auras and 
so on which only some people see and most of us don't. 
The idea that images are projected out is even before 
Bergson. It was a commonplace idea in the ancient world. 
Euclid, the great geometer, 3rd century BC, said that our 
eyes project out images. He was the first person to give 
a clear explanation of how mirrors work, and actually 
Euclid's theory of projected visual rays is stil! in every 
physics text book. When you look at a physics text book 
about how a mirror works, you'll see they have pictures 
of rays coming out of the eyes, and there's the surface of 
the mirror, the ray comes out of the eye, the ray carries 
straight on. There's a dotted line to produce a virtual 
image behind the mirror. That's in every physics text book 
to explain virtual images behind mirrors. And what they 
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say is the eye produces lines that are projected outwards 
to form the virtual image which appears to be behind the 
mirror. What's going on there is. indeed the kind of 
projection I'm talking about, and so | think every time you 
look in a mirror and you see images behind it you're 
actually directly experiencing this kind of visual 
projection, you don't experience those images as being 
inside the head, you experience them as being behind 
the mirror. And even the official version is that these are 
virtual images produced by your mind, in your mind ina 
way, but located behind the mirror.

So | would say that just looking in a mirror, which is a 
very everyday experience—extraordinarily common 
experience—is already telling us that our minds are 
projecting images outwards; we don't need to look at 
anything more esoteric than mirrors. 


Boucnik: Very interesting, thank you. We'll just move 
on to swarm intelligence and collective behaviour. You 
cite one example of termites who build mud arches: blind 
termites. One half of the blind termites produces one half 
of the arch and the other half produces the other and 
they meet magically in the middle, and the orthodox 
opinion is that every time it happens it's a coincidence, 
the pattern just emerges from individual behaviour. 
There's another example | like which is ants going up a 
V-shaped path, and they stop halfway along, build an ant 
bridge, make a shortcut and make an inverted "A" rather 
than a "V". To me, these are clear examples of what is 
another heresy: "top-down causation". That the overall 
pattern seems to be dictating individual behaviour below. 
it's not the individuals that are creating the organising 
principle—it's the other way around. You possibly explain 
this through morphic fields, so | was just wondering, is 
there an overlap between top-down causation and 
morphic fields? How important or key is it in legitimising 
the fact that they're acting with one mind, that there are 
collective decisions taking place? 


Sheldrake: Well, | think all fields involve top-down 
causation actually, not just morphic fields. | mean, even 
according to conventional physics the whole Universe is 
governed by top-down causation from the universal 
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gravitational field. The universal gravitational field holds 
the whole Universe together. It includes the whole 
Universe, and that universal gravitational field, according 
to Einstein, is not in space and time. It is spacetime. It 
provides the framework within which everything else 
happens. 

And a magnetic field, if you think of iron filings 
scattered around a magnet, lining up in lines of force 
around a magnetic field, it's a top-down causation that 
causes those lines of force to appear and the iron filings 
to take up their positions. They don't take up their 
position because each individual iron filing sort of 

somehow knows where to go and tells the next one what 
to do, they do it because there's a top-down 
causation affecting the whole thing. And in a 
termite mound, what I'm suggesting is there's a 
morphic field for the entire termite colony, like 
an invisible blueprint or plan. The individual 
termites, which are blind, put little balls of mud 
in the right place to build this structure, but they 
themselves don't see where they're going and 
they know where. The entire structure of the 
field, any more than an iron filing in a magnetic 
field within one particular line of force doesn't 
have the plan of the entire magnetic field within 
it, that's within the field as a whole. 

.And so the example you gave was an 
experiment by Eugéne Marais in South Africa, 
where he damaged a termite mound. He put a 
metal plate in the middle of the termite mound 
and on both sides the termites repaired the 
damage by making bridges and arches. And even though 
they were all blind, they lined up so they were perfectly 
aligned, suggesting there was an_ invisible plan 
underlying the termite colony. And | think that these 
group fields are also something we can actually see in 
action. 

Most people have seen murmurations of starlings, for 
example, where these birds fly together in flocks, 
sometimes with tens of thousands of birds in a flock and 
they can all change direction in such a way they don't 
bump into each other. The individual birds not only.know 
where their neighbours are, but where they are going to 
go next, otherwise they'd be constantly colliding, and | 
think they are responding to a field of the group as a 
whole. You could call it a hive mind or a group mind, 
which is a top-down causal influence to which they're all 
responding and to which they all contribute. If you think 
of a magnetic field, the whole magnet has an overall field 
which is a unified whole and that emerges from the 
individual magnetic domains within the magnet, and in 
turn keeps ‘them aligned in the right way. So, the 
individual starlings in a sense give rise to the group field 
which then has a top-down effect on the starlings. So 
these group phenomena, these group lines, these group 
fields are indeed examples of morphic resonance, | would 
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claim, and all morphic fields have a kind of inherent 
memory so they'd remember the behaviour of past 
starling murmurations. There'd be a kind of memory in 
the group mind, not just a free-standing group mind 
that's non-historical, and the group mind of termites 
would inherit the forms and patterns of previous termite 
colonies. 


Boucnik: Sounds like a feedback effect taking place at 
some point, but the thing is, I've spoken to an 
entomologist from Sydney University and also a quantum 
physicist from Frankfurt [University], quite eminent 
people, but as far as they're concerned top-down 


causation is "not-on", it's absolute heresy still. | was just 
wondering: has there been any sort of shift away from... 
have you noticed a more hidebound materialist point of 
view to something a little bit more holistic? 

Just to give an example to finish, the program which 
got me interested in this first of all was called "global 
swarming" by [Sir] David Attenborough, and he showed 
all the murmuration, bait balling, what have you, and at 
the end of the program he said all the unity is illusory, it's 
all just individuals and. it's just a complete illusion, and | 
thought that was rather premature! Then a few years later, 
there's a program... This is probably about 10 years ago: 
Swarm: Nature's Incredible Invasions, the BBC does 
sometimes on BBC Four, and this was seven or eight 
years later, and they showed an ant colony. | can't 
remember the actual example, but they showed all the 
differentiation of labour and collective decisions clearly 
being made and altered, and the narrator said... 
explained how this is happening, how the ant colony is 
doing this... and there was almost like a drum-roll effect 
and he said: "The links between all the ants creates a 
mind", and! thought, "Well there's a Eureka moment 
that's missed the headlines!" So in about seven or eight 
years' difference there seems to be some sort of change. 
| asked another interviewee, Jay Lakhani, who's the first 
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teacher of Hinduism at Eton College... he's got a masters 
in quantum mechanics, taught by Roger Penrose, and he 
said there has been a shift, you know, in the last few 
years. Have you noticed that at all yourself, and just to 
finish with an example perhaps? 


Sheldrake: Well, you see, | think the idea that it's all 
just little bits interacting, that's part of the reductionist 
worldview which says that ultimately, the ultimate basis 
of reality is atoms. It used to be called atomism, that 
worldview, but then the bottom dropped out of the atom, 
so they said it's fundamental particles. Then when you try 
and pin those down every time you look in the large 
hadron collider at these particles, you find more. 

So there's now a whole zoo of fundamental particles 
that can change into each other and that's supposed to 
be the solid foundation on which all of physics rests. Well, 
you just simply can't explain everything by interactions 
from the bottom up because the number of possible 
combinations becomes so huge that you can't predict 
anything. Top-down causation has to exist. It obviously 
exists. It exists in our own minds, when you decide to lift 
an arm. Something as simple as lifting an arm... there's 
lots of nerve impulses and muscle cells, they all behave 
in a smoothly coordinated way. It's not just from 
emerging genes inside each individual muscle cell, 
there's an overall coordination which is obvious. 

So, | think it becomes clear that the whole Earth, the 
whole planet is not just a matter of sort-of separated 
systems; the whole atmosphere is a unity. Climate change 
has made everyone realise that everything on Earth is 
interconnected, that if you burn more fossil fuels you get 
more carbon dioxide, it affects the climate, we get global 
warming and that effects storms, hurricanes. All these 
things are... and ecology of course, all these things are 
interconnected. So there's a kind of top-down causation 
involved in all these systems. 


Well, you just simply can't explain 
everything by interactions from 
the bottom up because the 
number of possible combinations 
becomes so huge that you can't 
predict anything. 


In relation to insect colonies, one of the gréat figures 
in this field was Edward ©. Wilson at Harvard. He 
originally started as a young man believing that the whole 
colony was a super-organism, greater than the parts, then 
he went to the reductionist phase in his work on 
sociobiology. He thought it was all just genes in individual 
organisms competing with other genes, and then later he 
went back to the super-organism view of ant colonies and 
social insects. He published a whole book called The 
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Superorganism, arguing in favour of this top-down view 
of these colonies, so that was a shift within entomology, 
with perhaps the world's leading entomologist actually 
going through the reductionist point of view and coming 
back to this top-down, holistic view. 


Boucnik: | think his phrase was “Where is the 
blueprint?" 

Sheldrake: Yes, exactly. When each individual knows 
what to do as if they're following a blueprint, but where 
is the blueprint? Yes. So, | think that this top-down 
causation has to be recognised. As | say, it already is, in 
physics with fields. With each field is a top-down cause 
and if you have a magnet and you cut a magnet in two 
you don't get two half magnetic fields, one with a north 
pole and the other with a south pole, you just take them 
apart and you've got north and south separate entities? 
No! Each half magnet has a complete magnetic field, it's 
got a north and a south pole, you cut it in half again and 
you'll get magnets with north and south poles. So, there 
has to be a top-down principle and in living organisms 
this comes out in their electric and magnetic fields; | think 
in the morphic fields certainly top-down. Their existence 
may be controversial, but the existence of electric fields 
is not controversial. 

One of my favourite biologists at the moment is 
Michael Levin at Tufts University in United States, near 
Boston, and his work on biofields in developing 
organisms clearly shows that the developing organism 
has an electric field all around it. In his work on tadpoles, 
developing tadpole embryos, he shows that there's a 
change in the electric field where the eye is going to 
develop before the eye develops. Before the genes that 
cause eye proteins to be made are activated, there's a 
kind of eye-shaped hole... not a hole but eye-shaped 
pattern, within the bioelectric field, where the eye is 
going to form, and if you cause that electric pattern to 
form somewhere else, an eye will form in-that place. 

So, this is clear evidence that there's a kind of top-down 
causation from a field, in this case an electric field, and | 
think morphic fields work through electric fields, so it's 
not “either-or" electric or morphic. | think it's "both-and”, 
but you can actually measure these electric fields, which 
he has done. And | would say that in his approach to 
developmental biology, which is field-based, he's very 
aware of morphogenetic fields—form-shaping fields— 
and he is, | would say, one of the most interesting, 
inventive and fertile minds in experimental biology at the 
moment, and it's all field-based with this top-down view. 
He's increasingly influential. He's even started producing 
little biological robots. He's even formed a company. 
These things could be of great importance in 
regenerative medicine and in other ways. So it's not just 
some fringe or marginal activity; this is becoming 
increasingly mainstream in biology. And in a way it's not 
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very surprising it should be so, it's obvious there's top- 
down causation. All of us are embodying it every moment 
of our lives when we decide to say something. 

We're not saying what we say because tiny little 
molecules in synapses between nerve cells:that activate 
the vocal chords are somehow randomly interacting and 
producing our words, they're doing it because there's an 
overall top-down causation from our minds that affects 
what words we say, and the intention to make those 
words affects the vocal chords, the breathing muscles and 
all the things that we actually need to produce the words. 

So, we will experience top-down causation every 
moment of our lives, and it's very surprising in a way that 
this denialist movement in science—to pretend 
everything is just done from bottom up—has gone on for 
so long since it's so totally counter-intuitive. My own view 
is that the holistic approach to nature, which | and others 
advocate, will soon become more widespread within 


_ science and that it will have a liberating effect on science 


from the dogmatic reductionism that's dominated for so 
long. And it will also make science more in accordance 
with our own everyday experience instead of feeling 
ourselves alienated from a very alien view of nature— 
mechanical, purposeless, unconscious—to something 
that's much closer to what we actually experience. And | 
think in this case our own actual direct experience is much 
more true and much more immediately relevant to the 
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way the world works than. some of these artificial 
abstractions. Even though mechanistic science can be 
useful and is helpful in many ways, it's limited, and | think 
holistic science would include all the benefits of 
mechanistic science but put them in a larger framework, 
and that's certainly what we need at the moment. 


Bouenik: Just to finish then, because another example 
of top-down causation you've shown is how plants and 
certain animals regenerate—regenerate their limbs, that 
kind of thing. So that would be another example, but 
we're out of time so I'll just thank you for that, and just to 
sum up what you said at the end, hopefully today's fringe 
will be tomorrow's mainstream, let's hope we go in that 
direction. 


Sheldrake: Very good. OK, very good to talk to you, 
Robert.

ie lightning bolts hurled at us by 
angry gods amply demonstrate 
the abundance of energy latent in ~ 
the heavens. Lightning also 
introduced humans to fire. 

Benjamin Franklin's legendary kite 
flight during a thunderstorm in 1752 
marks the beginning of our 
Promethean attempts to draw 
power from atmospheric 
electrostatic (ES) energy. 

Considerable progress has been 
made since then, and the industrial 
scale production of electrical power 
from the sky has been an 
accomplished fact since the early 
1900s. The promising technology 
fall dormant after World War I, 
however, and it has slept since then. 

Atmospheric electricity offers 
several advantages over other 
energy sources; the technology is 
simple and robust, costs less than 
wind or solar power, and it is 
available anywhere, anytime. 

Earth is an electrostatic 
generator—the atmosphere is 
positively charged relative to the 
negatively polarised Earth. The 
system generates approximately 3 x 
10-14 Amperes/sq. cm (1500 
Amperes for the entire Earth). 


Andor Palenscar 

Andor Palenscar's "Apparatus for 
Collecting Atmospheric Electricity" 
‘included a novel motor to utilise the

Walter Pennock ° 
Walter Pennock developed an 
aerial energy collector, for which 
he was granted US patent 
US911260 in 1909 and

metres. The power depends on the 
total collector surface and height of 
the vertical antenna. A tabletop 
apparatus with only a two-metre tall 
collector produced ~300 watts. 

The great promise of Guillot's 
device was reported in The 
Invention Encyclopedia (1930, 
edited by the eminent engineer 
George Constantinescu): 

"The capture of atmosphere 
electricity has been used in 
France, with aerial cables 
mounted on the Mont Blanc, 
and also in Germany—with 
conductive cables carried by the 
captive balloons. 


. ES energy, described in US patent 
| US674427, granted in 1901. 


US1014719 in 1912. 
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"The atmosphere electricity 
collect system invented by eng. 
Jules Guillot is most ingenious 
and it relies on ‘the electric 
siphon’. His method consisted in 
the direct ‘pumping’ of the 
atmosphere electricity using a 
collecting device which had two 
antennae and several collecting 
rods. 

"One antenna is vertical and it 
has a lot of rods scattered like 
an opened fan, with the tips 
against the zenith, for collecting 
the negative electricity which 
comes from the air; the 
horizontal antenna is orientated 
against the South and its role is 
to collect the positive electricity. 

“"Guillot used two separated 
and insulated armatures with the 
positive armature against the 

South (more precisely, against 

the Equator...) and the negative 

armature against the zenith... 

Also, J. Guillot used an electrical 

transformer for the industrial 

utilization of this collector as 
power supply for industrial 
electric engines." 

The electric siphons produce a 
magnetic field and absorb the aerial 
electricity. A Ruhmkorf induction 
coil is used to jump-start the 
system. 

Guillot received three French 
Patents for his "Apparatus for 
Capture of Atmospheric Electric 
Currents with Immediate 
Implementation" (FR551882, 
FR565395, and FR551882). 
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Hermann Plauson 


The Estonian Hermann Plauson 
was director of the Fischer-Tropsch 
Laboratories in Hamburg, Germany 
during the 1910s and 20s. He 
thoroughly investigated 
atmospheric electricity and 
constructed practical apparatus to 
utilise it. His book Gewinnung und 
Verwertung der Atmospharischen 
Elektrizitat (1920) provides a 
detailed explanation of the 
technology. 


Hugo Gernsback presented the 
invention in Science and Invention 
magazine (March 1922; June 1928). 
He noted that the 
system was 
“actually in use [in] 
small power plants, 
that generate 
electricity direct 
from the air, day 
and night, without 
interruption at 
practically no cost, 
once the plant is 
constructed." 

"Herr Plauson 
found in his 
experiments that a 
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single balloon sent aloft to a 
height of 300 yards gave a 
constant current at 400 volts of 
1.8 amperes, or in 24 hours over 
17-and-a-quarter kilowatts! By 
using two balloons in 
connection with a special 
condenser battery, the power 
obtained was 81-and-a-half 
kilowatts in 24 hours. The actual 
current delivered was 6.8 
amperes at 500 volts. 

"The best balloons... are made 
of thin aluminum leaf, filled with 
helium...The surface is dotted 
with electrolytically sharpened 
pins amalgamated with zinc, and 
a pinch of radium salt to further 
ionize the air. By dotting the 
balloon with photoelectric zinc 
or polonium amalgam, the 
amount of electricity can be 
greatly increased." 


One hundred balloons, 100 yards 
apart, will generate at least 200 
horsepower, up to 400 during 
winter. Plauson used batteries of 
condensers and high voltage 
transformers to light lamps, run 
motors and charge batteries, etc. 
He also invented an electrostatic 
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rotary transformer to 
produce alternating 
current. The system 
literally sucks electricity from the 
collector balloons. The balloons 
also act as lightning arresters and 
quickly discharge thunder clouds. 

“There is no doubt that this 
invention will soon come into 
universal use all over the world. 
We will see the land dotted with 
captive balloons, particularly in 
the country and wherever water 
power does not abound. 
Indeed, the time is not distant 
when nearly all of our power will 
be derived from the 
atmosphere. So far it seems to 
be the cheapest form of power 
known... safely extracting 
several kilowatts of electrical 
power from the atmosphere with 
metallic surfaced balloons, 
elevated to a height of only 
1,000 feet. 

"German patents show the 
use of a kite balloon from which 
hangs a metal net to collect 
electricity. The tether-conductor 
leads to a windlass. The patents 
claim that at a height of one 
mile 225,000 volts will be 
available. Plauson proposed the 
construction of insulated towers 
about 1,000 feet high to support 
the aerials... [H]e carried out 
experiments with a balloon 
made of aluminum leaf with 
collecting needles of 
amalgamated zinc with a radium 
preparation as an ionizer. The 
surface of the balloon was 
sprinkled over with zinc 


\ ELECTRICITY 
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amalgam. It was sent up to a 
height of 300 meters, nearly 
1,000 feet, and was held by a 
copper-plated steel wire. A 
constant.current of 1.8 amperes 
at an average of 400 volts 
potential difference was 
obtained. This gave nearly 
three-quarters of a kilowatt, or 
close to one horsepower. The 
collector of the balloon 
insulated from the earth showed 
a tension of 42,000 volts. By 
sending up a second balloon 
with an antenna to the same 
height at a distance of 
100 meters from the first 
balloon, a current of over 
3 amperes was obtained. 
Then by putting into the 
circuit a large condenser, 
whose capacity was 
equal to the surface 
capacity of both 
balloons, and of the 
antenna connections,-the 
current rose to 6.8 
amperes with about 500 
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volts mean tension. By the use 

of these two balloons, he 

eventually ran up the power to 

3.4 kilowatts." 

Plauson also constructed a 
powerful industrial scale prototype 
of his collector in the Alps between 
two peaks. 

He received several patents: 
US1540998 (Conversion of 
Atmospheric Electricity), BP157262 
(Improvements in Electric Motors), 


-BP157263 (Process & Apparatus for 


Converting Static Atmospheric 
Electrical Energy into Dynamic 
Electrical Energy), etc. 

There has been little progress in 
this field of research since then. 

‘Since 1997, Meridian International 
Research has been conducting | 
experiments to convert atmospheric 
ES energy to usable power, further 
developing the ideas of Plauson, 
Oleg Jefimenko, and others. Their 
website (which has not been 
updated since 2005) states: 

"From a low level (5m high) 
simple zinc antenna we are able 
to obtain sufficient charge to 
light a number of white power 
LEDs. Further experimental 
‘investigations with metallic 
aerostat collectors and cavity 
resonant slow wave antennae 
concepts are ongoing..." 

Jules Guillot and Hermann 
Plauson proved that we can 
generate industrial levels of power 
from atmospheric ES energy, and 
Meridian International Research has 
shown that LEDs can be lit by a 
small antenna. 


Somewhere between the two 
extremes there's a lot of money to 
be made...

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The summer of 2022 produced some extraordinary and complex patterns in the fields, as confounding 
and contentious as ever. Yet there wasa notable reduction in numbers and just two events outside of 
the usual English heartlands. What might this mean for the future of the phenomenon?

et us address the elephant in the fields from the start: 

activity-wise, 2022 was the quietest year for crop 

circles since 1984. With just twenty recorded 
formations at the time this article was completed in mid- 
September—eleven less than 2021—for the first time in 
years circle aficionados had cause for concern that their 
favourite mystery might finally be waning, or at least 
temporarily faltering. The phenomenon's global outreach 
also ground to a near halt, with just France producing a 
solitary pattern to augment the inventive creations across 
the other side of the English Channel. 

Numbers have briefly dipped before, it should be 
noted, and the media has falsely reported the demise of 
crop circles more than once over the years, only for the 
enigma to revive and surprise its detractors. Sometimes 
quoted claims of "thousands" of crop circles appearing 
each year in the 1990s and early 2000s are frequently 
held up as a dark mirror to more recent times, but these 
are bogus. No year has ever exceeded 300 recorded 
events, unless individual circles within a single formation 
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are disingenuously counted as separate occurrences. 
Appearances have fluctuated since, but nonetheless the 
graphs do now show an undeniable downward trend. 
There may be a meteorological or geophysical factor 
to this turn; it has been noted before that the large 
majority of southern England's formations occur on the 
chalk aquifers (areas of underground water—this does 
not necessarily correlate with where most crops are 
grown, as some regions have many fields but none or 
very few crop patterns). This may indicate that the 
movement of underground water and the electrical forces 
this can generate plays a role in the "earth energies" 
claimed by the likes of dowsers to be connected with the 
creation of circles. In what was the country's hottest and 
driest year for nearly a century, if figures are to be 
believed, might the drought have suppressed circular 
activity? Perhaps the dearth also reflects something of 
the current global malaise, with upheaval on many fronts, 
economic, political and beyond, a process accentuated 
by the passing of Queen Elizabeth Il just as this article 
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was being completed. As in life, as in the fields, perhaps; 
the ultimate direction of travel is not clear. It may be that 
numbers go up:and down over centuries, of course, not 
just decades, and the circles may yet return in new 
strength, if only for future generations. 

- The fact is, however, that unless something occurs in 
2023 to dramatically reverse the trend, it would seem that 
for now we may be entering twilight years for the crop 
formations, still there but at a background level, available 
for the chosen few who care to seek them out. Farmers 
and sneering sceptics will doubtless celebrate this 
development but seekers who find that the annual 
stimulation of these inspiring glyphs raises them above 
mainstream gloom and agendas of fear will feel a 
profound sense of loss if the decline continues. 

As for the meaning of most other countries of the world 
being now largely bereft of cerealogical gifts, some 
contemplation may be required. Have they been 
deserted as some kind of judgment or, again, simply 
through a natural shift? Despite Ukraine being one of the 
key producers of grain, no hopeful symbols materialised 
there to offset the horrors of war, for instance, but that is 
not where the circular hotspot lies. Is the continued focus 
on the English heartlands of King Arthur's apocryphal 
realm, with all its myths and mystical tropes, an indication 
of some kind of spiritual favouritism or actually a sign that 
the good king's own people are a bit slow and still 
haven't got the message? Hence, maybe, the need for 
the originators of the circles to keep going with at least 
some formations here, when other nations have moved 
onwards and upwards. Or, as sceptic voices would have 
it, is it merely that the so-far surprisingly resilient fad of 
human field art has finally faded, with just a few dogged 
perpetrators persisting for reasons of their own? Many 
readers of NEXUS are less likely to go for the last option; 
certainly the intriguing and multiple grey areas of the 
circle mystery have never been satisfactorily resolved, 
leaving all theory options on the table, from extra- 
terrestrial to psychic, electromagnetic and 
meteorological—to the eternal chagrin of the doubters. 

However, rather than focus on diminishing numbers 
which could yet reverse once more, what of the gains 
made through the remarkable crop patterns that did 
appear this season? 


April and May 

The season began inauspiciously with a somewhat 
imprecise five-fold flower in yellow rapeseed (canola) at 
Sixpenny Handley, Dorset on 19 April. Constructed with 
thin lines around a small central circle, one petal sported 
an extra semi-circular ring. This did, however, restore April 
as the opening circle month after several years of May 
beginnings. More accuracy was employed in the 
following formation, again in rapeseed, when an 
archetypal Celtic cross (four circles on a ring around a 
central disk) arrived at Crab Wood, near Winchester, 
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Crab Wood, 
Hampshire, 24 April 


Hampshire on 24 April. The area once hosted a famous 
image of a Grey alien with a disk of binary code in 2002, 
rendered in a highly sophisticated way (see below), but 
this entry hinted at the late 1980s with its rather simpler 
configuration, when such shapes were the, heights of 
complexity, perhaps again emphasising a slow curve back 
to earlier times. 

Following a trend which has become established in 
more recent years, this short opening flurry was followed 
by a pause; it would be nearly a month before the next 
event occurred at Hippenscombe, Wiltshire on 22 May. 
Picking up on the theme of its predecessor, this time a 
Celtic cross was surrounded by a border of sixteen

Saal 
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"sawtooth" blades set within an octagon. Placed neatly 
between three preserved tree clumps in the field, it was 


-neat and striking and felt more like the full opening to 


the season. The central circle was distinguished by a small 
standing area, offset from the mathematical centre by a 
few feet, comprised of ingenious com dolly-like bunches 
of stems, woven into plaits or tied with tendrils of crop. 
The sheer physicality of this effect, documented a few 
times before now, strongly suggests something more 
than naturally spiralling vortices at work and is loved by 
some but eyed with caution by others. 

Usually, these reports would save overseas occurrences 
for a separate section, but the near disappearance of the 
global phenomenon necessitates that France's single 
2022 entry, on 30 May at Saint-Denis-en-Bugey in the Ain 
department (region) and Russia's one August event be 
listed in sequence. Just a few summers back, France 
nearly rivalled England for the crop circle crown, 
numbers-wise; now the normal order of very occasional 
Gallic glyphs, for whatever reason, has been re- 
established. With no aerial shots available, analysis of the 
harvested field and a few oblique ground photographs 
suggest a clever arrangement of a single ring 
encompassing an S-shape of small circles, thin arcs and 


curves, with a central circle and a large standing centre. 
a 


The Love Codes 

The highly intriguing and potentially significant 
formation which was found on 4 June below the carved 
white horse at Hackpen Hill in Wiltshire marked a 
development which probably deserved more discussion 
than it received. Resembling a flattened Cassiopeia-like 
"W" (or "M" depending on which way it was looked at), 
this line of small, connected rings (eighteen) and 
interspersed beautifully-laid circles (fourteen), with one 
short connecting path, was quickly established to be a 
computer language binary code employing the standard 
ASCII system—spelling out the word "L-ove" once 
translated. That love seemed to be the order of the day 
rather than something more threatening was heartening. 

The use of a known digital code clearly aimed at human 
beings means that this stands out as one of the very few 
of the thousands of recorded crop patterns to have had 
a directly decipherable message without ambiguity. 
Natural causes can be ruled out as the sole causal agent 
in these cases. Curiously, the only previous formation on 
record to unquestionably yse ASCII code was the 
aforementioned and remarkable 2002 Crab Wood alien, 
with its accompanying disk of dots and dashes. The 
decoded message from that design (complete with its 
emphasised capitals) bears repeating here: 


“Beware the bearers of FALSE gifts & their BROKEN 
PROMISES. Much PAIN but still time. Believe. There 
is GOOD out there. We oppose DECEPTION. 
Conduit CLOSING."

As years go by and deception and broken promises 
from the powers that be appear to surround us, the 
above message takes on ever more resonance. Yet, 
strangely, after two decades of anticipation for an ASCII 
sequel, the potential import of the long-awaited 2022 
follow-up seemed to be shrugged off by many observers, 
hoping perhaps for something similarly verbose to the 
original powertul communication. This time, the 
message, embodying just one word, was straight and. 
simple fut, in truth, no less powerful: Love. Whether 
anyone will heed it remains to be seen. 

Less of a wait was required for the next ASCil message, 
as on 12 July, back at Winchester, another binary diagram 
appeared, this time in the form of a curved "bracelet" of 
six circles and ten rings, again interspersed and with a 
short connecting path, all contained within a thin ring. 
One side deciphered as the letter “o" and the other side 
"m"—"om", in other words: the sacred chant of peace 
and tranquillity. This overtly spiritual addition to the 
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"Love" expressed at Hackpen Hill felt appropriate, and 


again encouraging. The small central circle displayed a 
limited area. of notched lay, with overlapping rectangles 
of flat crop in a wider swirl, while some of the circles of 
the bracelet had beautiful, splayed centres. 

A number of speculators felt the stark statement of the 
alien-and-disk of 2002 was a watershed moment for the 
circle phenomenon, a kind of signing off marking the 
beginning of a very gradual decline; the "conduit 
closing". Not everyone agrees with this, and it should be 
noted that newcomers continue to be inspired by the 
genius of what is occurring in the fields right now but the 
slow numerical 
reduction since then is 
unmistakable. It will be 
interesting to see 
whether this season's 
shorter and softer 
ASCII coded messages 
are eventually —re- 
evaluated and looked 
back on as another 
chapter stop—or a 
new beginning. 


Other June 
Patterns 

Outside of the above notable events, it was circular 
business as usual: 3 June saw a disappointing start to the 
month with the almost-immediate destruction of a 
formation at Milk Hill, Stanton St Bernard, Wiltshire. Its 
insides were harvested out within hours by a farmer 
apparently keen to dissuade visitors, leaving the vague 
remnants of what appears to have been a floral design of 
petal-like thin rings around a central circle. Ironically, to 
the eye, the resulting large area of bright cut crop stood 
out more than the original configuration would likely have 
done. 

Kingweston, Somerset on 5 June saw the discovery of 
a double-ringed motif surrounded by six small circles on 
stalks and two rounded-off "bars". Conflicting reports 
suggest it may have first been discovered by locals on 3 
June and was then unusually missed by researchers for 
over a week, not being officially reported until 13 June. 
At a squint, some thought the design slightly resembled 
a virus, a still-apt interpretation given the continuing 
controversy over COVID-19. 

The sawteeth of May's Hippenscombe event were 
recalled in the design which appeared back at Hackpen 
Hill, Wiltshire, on 19 June, just one field away from the 
"Love" code. Seemingly with a harder feel, ten standing 
triangles arranged within a flattened circle surrounded a 
central circular area. Clear paths and spokes, seemingly 
part of the effect, were inherently visible within the lay of 
the crop, creating attractive textures and contours when 
seen from above.

July Peaks 

For all the curiosities that generally build the 
earlier part of a season, the fields can suddenly 
produce a pattern which makes everyone 
exclaim “now that's more like it". This year such 
a moment was provided, if a little later than 
usual, at Micheldever Station (actual name of the 
village) in Hampshire on 3 July, perched just to 
one side of the busy A303 road (if invisibly to 
drivers), gateway to the West Country for many travellers. 
Crop formations that play tricks with the eyes are always 
popular and this ringed grid of alternately flattened and 
standing curved diamond-like areas did just that with an 
"interference" technique that, after a few moments’ 
observation, cleverly resolved into two radiating semi- 
circular rings touching in the middle.

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The hexagonal mandala of 
standing paths and triangles which 
appeared at Froxfield, Wiltshire, on 
9 July was also striking, if a little 
more awkward in its layout, with an 
odd semi-formed path cutting 
across one of the. triangles, 
although its lay was neat and 
flowing. 

On 14 July, a line of three circles 
held within sinuous double-curved 
paths appeared at Devizes, 
Wiltshire, and made for one of the 
most lovely emblems of the year. 
Very finely formed, its beauty was 
enhanced further by the S-shaped 
flows and splayed or standing 
centres of the circles, making for a 
very "sculpted" look when seen 
from above. Something of a visual 
sequel to this appeared at West 
Stowell, Wiltshire, on 28 July, 


exhibiting three sets of differently 


proportioned and very well-crafted 
multiple rings, this time overlapping 
each other, with a central spine 
across the middle. Its precision was 
breathtaking. A simple single circle 
lay next to it, punctuating the entire 
design. ”

Crop formations that grow or 
alter have long been the object of 
both fascination and controversy 
and 2022's example of this arrived 
at the longstanding ‘circle site 
below the Iron Age hillfort of 
Barbury Castle in Wiltshire. 
Beginning on 17 July as a standing 
hexagon (within a large circle) 
traced with a spider's web lattice of 
thin lines, this would transform the 
very next day as each alternate 
block of the web was then found 
newly laid, creating eye-catching 
radiating pointed triangles. Lines 
and rings in the central compressed 
area of the formation were visible in 
the lay, suggesting that the 
flattening occurred on top of the 
original laid grid. Containing 
elements of the Archimedean "pi" 
principles, it is notable that this 
appeared in the very same field 
which hosted a clear and unique 
demonstration of pi in 2008. The 
ratcheted spiral of that formation in 
itself echoed a feature of the 
famous triangular pictogram of 
1991 which also appeared. at 
Barbury Castle precisely 31 years to

the day of this year's entry, suggesting that some kind of 
long-term mathematical story is unfolding here. 

The busiest-looking crop glyph of this season was 
discovered at Etchilhampton, Wiltshire, on 24 July, 
marking something of a crescendo to this unusually lean 
season. Almost impossible to describe in words, this 
extraordinarily complex and essentially eight-fold 
mandala of arches, circles, triangles, "spikes" and lines 
was distinguished by a long thin chevron above a triangle 
that recalled the classic Masonic architectural "dividers". 
This inevitably gave rise to discussions of darker 
meanings for those who believe Freemasonry wields too 
much influence over Western society, although given the 
sharp fall in its membership in recent years this may not 
be the whole story today. The deep discussions and 
highly speculative yet sometimes stirring articles 
published about this pattern and all those mentioned 
here on the likes of www.cropcircleconnector.com 
demonstrate that, if nothing else, the circle mystery 
continues to broacen horizons and weave its spell of 
inspiration even if the conclusions drawn may be 
completely wrong. 


Last of the Harvest 

With July temperatures of 40 degrees Celsius recorded 
in at least one part of the UK, the fields were looking dry 
and tired by August and farmers were keen to get the 
harvest in before the remainder fried. As such, there 
wasn't much of a late-summer canvas left for the 
circlemakers to work with, which may be another factor 
to consider when pondering the low count. 

Two final English punctuations snuck in just in time. On 
3 August at Alton Priors, Wiltshire, each arm of a neatly 
laid five-pointed star was comprised of three diminishing 
circles radiating from a central circle. Humourists noted 
its faint resemblance to the "Michelin Man", mascot of 
the famous tyre company, but those with more poetic 
eyes placed it in the "snowflake" category. The last 
statement of the season materialised back at 
Etchilhampton on 8 August. Another five-fold design, this 
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Alton Priors, 
Wiltshire, 3 August

was more flower than snowflake, featuring five outer 
circles connected by elegant curving paths around a 


central circle, close in detail to a pattern which appeared 


at the mysterious mound of Silbury Hill a whole decade 
before. Laid in distinct spirals of stems, like coiled ropes, 
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the circles were gorgeous to behold from 
above, the central hub being distinguished with 
a radially laid halo. As the last UK event of the 
year it was a worthy enough finale. 

And then, just as all seemed done, sometime 
around 23 August the outside world had one 
final rare say with the discovery of a complex 
spiral of paths, dots and dashes at Lake Baikal, 
in the Irkutsk oblast region of Russia. As the 
third directly decodable formation of the year, 
it appeared to be Russian Morse code, roughly 
translating into English as "no more war". 
Celestial or human in origin the message was 
clear. With some observers concerned about 
the growing development of what amounts to 
a proxy East-West war being conducted in 
Ukraine, this and the "Love" message said it all. 


Reflections 

In the closing days of August, with only parched fields 
of stubble remaining, by chance | found myself driving 
through the old circle haunt of Cheesefoot Head in 
Hampshire, a beautiful area of wide vistas across dreamy 
landscapes. | pulled in briefly to indulge in a little 
nostalgia. In the late 1980s and 1990s, and occasionally 
since, this area was the centre of fevered activity both 
from the circles themselves and the then industrious 
research community, full of wide-eyed optimism, 
excitement, foibles and gloriously unrealistic ideals that 
humanity's salvation might be at hand courtesy of some 
unknown force. 
_ By chance, just a few days after this visit, an old 
cerealogical colleague handed me some surprisingly 
detailed and impassioned archived letters and articles we 
had written long ago to defend the honour and integrity 
of the circle phenomenon and those who studied it when 
even the basic facts were being misrepresented by 
sceptical challengers, whatever the ultimate reality about 
the mystery's origins. Browsing through them, | was 
struck by just how dedicated and determined we were— 
and how that energy still counts today for some of us, but 
now in a wider context. In my recent book, The New 
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Heretics, which explores why people question enforced 
orthodoxies with their "alternative" views and why they 
must be allowed to do so if sanity and freedom are to 
prevail, | deliberately included a chapter on the culture 
around the study of crop circles and its earlier fervent 
years. In it, | describe how these mysterious glyphs 
brought many genuinely open-minded enquirers to new 
thinking in a multiplicity of different areas. This process 
was accompanied, naturally, with all the complexities that 
come with fighting for—and over—truth and opinions, 
and the profound learning that results from daring to 
speculate on unknowns while navigating basic human 
nature along the way. Tellingly, and happily, more than 


one old circle friend has told me it brought a tear to their 


eye to read this inside account because the journey that 
many of us took in the face of adversity, scorn and 
condemnation still strikes a deep chord of universal 
experience amongst all who truly seek to reach beyond 
the grey mundanity of establishment presumptions. 

This is not to indulge in talk of lost circular "golden 
ages "—-such myths have always been misplaced because 
every era of crop circles is a golden age for someone, 
and each person inevitably holds onto the vivid memories 
of their own first astonishing impressions of this 
phenomenon. Nothing can ever match that 
freshness, and although numbers are dwindling at 
the moment, we don't need to universally frown on 
everything that has occurred since "our" times. Alll 
the same, looking around on my recent trip to 
Cheesefoot Head, with its rich circular mythology, | 
reflected that we are certainly in different times now. 
Today, the "Punchbowl" field that hosted so many 
crop patterns and distracted astounded drivers 
gazing down from the A272 is a festival site, one full 
of the sad detritus from a recent event when | was 
there. It was a reminder that everything shifts in the 
end, as perhaps it should. 

When | first entered the cerealogical world more 
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than three decades ago, something about these ancient 
landscapes and the intriguing patterns forming in them 
pulled people back to a sense of the sacred, back to the 
Earth and to something profound beyond the mundanity 
of everyday life, if always just tantalisingly beyond 
tangibility. Standing in a circle or even just the landscapes 
around them would give me a strange but palpable 
feeling in the pit of my stomach, something expectant 
and full of potential. | can still fee! that today but in a 
world where dealing with more immediate issues and 
fighting for the liberty to express contrary opinions is now 
the priority for those with eyes to see, it is clear that those 
earlier chapters are done and have served their pu rpose. 
If crop circles are the triggers for new thinking and 
consciousness-raising that many proclaim 
them as, then we can't stay in the same 
idealised stamp-collecting phase forever. We 
should enjoy the beauty, wonder and sheer 
presence of the glyphs while we have them, 
for certain, but ultimately what counts in the 
long run must be the lessons we learn from 
the journey of enquiry. they spark, those 
lessons that expand us outwards as we adapt 
them to other crucial areas of life. This 
learning will remain for those who remember 
it, whether the circles continue or not. 

We will soon discover whether this year's

Wie a few weeks, | had visitors 
at my door. | had recently sold

A loving god that could rain 
down fire and brimstone on anyone 
that displeased it/him/she, while 
letting humans maim and torture 
each other in the name of this 
supposed god? It seemed to me 
this god loved to see the human 
race suffer, and wanted all the 
suffering it could get, and if anyone 
else stepped in on the game they 
were quickly dispatched. | directed 
this thinking to House, and all | got 
for an answer was a smile.
